E must be with Jane,” Mommie told

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Education's 
Brighter Outlook 


As children return to schoolrooms this 
month there are a number of reasons for 
encouragement on the part of those who 
have been concerned over the increas- 
ingly secular emphasis in education. 

Figures from the National Association 
of Christian Schools spell out a definite 
trend toward establishment of parochial 
schools during the last five years. In 1946, 
for example, one out of every 120 pupils 
in elementary and high schools were en- 
rolled in private schools of all types 
with twelve times as many students in 
Catholic schools as in Protestant institu- 
tions. Three years later, however, the 
number in private schools had increased 
to one out of every forty-seven pupils, 
with a ratio of less than five times as 
many Catholic pupils as those enrolled 
in Protestant schools. This at least sug- 
gests a marked increase in number of 
Protestant schools and growing enroll- 
ments. 

According to a recent news story in the 
New York Times, there are a minimum 
of 150,000 pupils in 2,500 parochial schools. 
While many of these are conducted by 
groups which do not preach the gospel, 
more and more are being opened and 
maintained by Bible-centered denomina- 
tions. 

No less encouraging are the occasion- 
al evidences that public opinion — even 
secular opinion—is interested in seeing a 
return to some kind of spiritual emphasis 
in public schools. News reports in Moopy 
MONTHLY during past months have cited 
several individuals and organizations on 
record as favoring Bible reading in the 
schools or the use of some such device 
as released-time classes. One member of 
the New York State Board of Regents has 
even suggested that religious instruction 
might well be made a prerequisite for 
graduation with the type of instruction 
to be determined by the pupil or his 
parents. 

True, there has been opposition here 
and there to the reading of the Scrip- 
tures, to the holding of “religious” bac- 
calaureate services and even to released- 
time instruction. These would seem to 
have been more than offset, however, by 
overall gains and by the recent Court of 
Appeals’ decision affirming the legality 
of released-time classes in New York 
City (see page 32). 
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Meanwhile the academic position of the 
Bible institute and Bible college has been 
strengthened as a result of the work of 
the Accrediting Association of Bible In- 
stitutes and Bible Colleges organized in 
1947. Various institutes, colleges and sem- 
inaries have been expanded and improved 
during the year. This issue of Moopy 
MONTHLY, in fact, includes an explana- 
tion of an especially significant adjust- 
ment in the schedule of Moody Bible In- 
stitute which will add to the efficiency 
and worth of its training program. 

Evangelical work is continuing on the 
campuses of secular colleges and univer- 
sities. Both support and opposition are 
apparently crystallizing in this field. 

This is the situation as it seems to be 
today, but the frontiers of opinion and 
need are shifting constantly. New prob- 
lems continue to arise, and yesterday’s 
effort will not suffice for today’s demands. 
There is a continuing need for keeping 
informed, for prayer and for support in 
Christian education as God leads. 


What Constitutes 
A Work of God? 


There is a vast difference between 
merely being engaged in Christian work 
and in being the instrument of a work of 
God. 

This is the heart of an excellent little 
article appearing in a recent issue of the 
Great Commission Prayer League bulle- 
tin, Streams of Blessing, and a thought 
made doubly timely as Sunday school, 
church and other Christian workers pre- 
pare for the fall and winter months 
ahead. 

A work of God, as this article points 
out, begins not with man but with God. It 
is not a whim or fancy or even a “good 
idea.” It is not merely a step in the di- 
rection of a worthwhile goal. It is obedi- 
ence to a God-inspired purpose. God re- 
veals His will to His servants; as they 
obey, their lives become the channels 
of His power. 

What is the work which God would do 
through you? Be guided by His Word. 
Be watchful for His leading, prayerful 
that you may be ready to obey. Above all, 
be on your guard lest you be drawn aside 
by your own whims and fancies. 

God is looking for servants who will 
not be lured by man-inspired programs, 
however well intended; who will wait on 
Him to do His will regardless of the at- 


tractions of mere activity. Working in 
the center of God’s will and purpose— 
this is the secret of serving in God's 
strength, abiding in Him and bearing 
fruit that will remain. 


Observing 
The Lord's Day 


“What reason can lie behind a law 
which permits the sale of bread, milk and 
eggs on Sunday, but not meat or fish? 
Why should it be legal (as it is in New 
York) to sell gasoline, oil and tires, but 
not anti-freeze or tire jacks? Beer may be 
sold on Sunday, but not butter. No law 
is violated by engaging in a professional 
hockey game, but polo and bicycle rac- 
ing are prohibited. ... An American Le- 
gion [post] could not hold its circus for 
charitable purposes on Sunday, but a 
commercial circus is allowed to perform 
Sundays at Madison Square Garden un- 
molested.” 

These lines from a letter printed in 
The New York Times mark one of the 
opening thrusts in a campaign to change 
Sunday “blue laws” in New York state. 
In a rather striking way, they illustrate 
the confusion which exists among the 
statutes in many areas concerning ob- 
servance of Sunday. 

What should the attitude of the Chris- 
tian be toward such a situation? His 
own conduct, of course, is not affected 
by these various regulations, because the 
law of love leads him to the place of 
worship and turns his mind and interests 
toward occupations in keeping with the 
purpose of the Lord’s Day. Still he can- 
not help but be grieved at the evidence 
all about him that our nation is turn- 
ing away openly and willfully from the 
things of God. 

In considering the matter, we should 
keep in mind that the ungodly cannot be 
compelled to worship merely by restrict- 
ing amusements and forms of recreation. 
Moreover, those who desire to observe 
Sunday as a day for honoring the Lord 
are clearly in the minority. 

On the other hand, the relaxing of 
Sunday restrictions is always accom- 
panied by more and more departure from 
a Sunday which honors God or which 
builds spiritual character and fiber in our 
nation. Freed of all restraint, the movie 
theater, the Sunday ball game, the 
amusement park, the circus or polo game 
will all reach out for more Sunday dol- 
lars, continuing to lure more and more 
families from anything approaching a 
day of rest and worship. 

This is the problem, and there is no 
easy answer. The solution lies neither in 
passing new laws nor maintaining restric- 
tions as they stand. Instead the need is 
for more savor in the salt of Christian 
testimony that others may be made 
thirsty for the fullness of the Christian 
life. 

Perhaps it would be well to re-examine 
your own use of Sunday to see that it 
is in truth a day of preparation for the 
week. Is it the kind of day which chil- 
dren and others in your family will al- 
ways want to keep? 

Finally, perhaps you should share your 
kind of Sunday with someone else who 
needs to know what a Christian Lord's 
Day can really be. 

“If thou turn away thy foot from the

sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on my 
holy day; and call the sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable; and 
shalt honor him, not doing thine own 
ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, nor 
speaking thine own words: then shalt 
thou delight thyself in the Lord; and I 
will cause thee to ride upon the high 
places of the earth, and feed thee with 
the heritage of Jacob thy father; for the 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it” 
(Isa. 58:13, 14). 


God's Hand 
in Military History 


In times like these it would be well if 
the entire nation—Christian and non- 
Christian—could carefully consider the 
words of Major General W. K. Harrison, 
Jr., concerning the hand of God in mili- 
tary history. 

Writing in the Sunday School Times 
for June 30, General Harrison makes the 
point that there is no such thing as a 
“blueprint for victory.” On the contrary, 
he explains, military success depends on 
many imponderables. 

Belief as to what the enemy will do, 
he says, is usually an educated guess 
based on an interpretation of such in- 
formation as can be obtained. Often 
the enemy himself does now know what 
he will do since he, too, is wondering 
about the course of events and adjusts 
his decisions from moment to moment on 
the basis of expediency. 

A commander is continually dealing 
with matters still future as well as with 
such facts as he may have at hand, the 
general also points out. Often, h@says, it 
is impossible to get accurate and complete 
information on the “dispositions, condi- 
tion and morale of one’s own troops, not 
to mention information about an enemy.” 
Further, there is the possibility that, giv- 
en all this information, the commander’s 
own intellect, emotions and current phys- 
ical conditions may fail him. Finally, 
there are the effects of weather and “what 
most people would call chance.” 


“When a child of God considers the in- 
numerable persons and things that can 
go wrong, and the imponderable elements 
that enter into military decisions and 
operations,” General Harrison concludes, 
“he is convinced that we don’t need to 
see the waters of the Red Sea held back 
or the walls of Jericho fall to know that, 
no matter what man may do, God alone 
gives the victory.” 

Coming from an Army man of General 
Harrison’s rank, these words should have 
particular weight. Obviously they do not 
mean that it is useless to try to win in 
battle or to bring a war to victorious 
conclusion. They do mean, however, that 
we should be far more concerned with 
such matters as the righteousness or un- 
righteousness of our nation, our godliness 
or ungodliness, our prayer or lack of it. 
These are tremendously important in the 
present and future of our country and 
the world. May God help us to open our 
eyes to these things. 


Crime Control 
The Bible Way 


Few persons realize the vast — and 
largely untouched—resources of knowl- 
edge which lie between the covers of 
the Bible. Included in its store of wis- 
dom are answers to problems which 
baffle the wise and puzzle statesmen. 

A reminder of this comes with word of 
an unusual penalty imposed in the case 
of a Long Island, N.Y., man who had 
cashed worthless checks totaling more 
than $18,000. This penalty included not 
only a suspended sentence of from one 
to five years in jail, but also strict injunc- 
tions to repay the stolen amount in full 
at the rate of $10 every week. On this 
basis, such repayment will require more 
than thirty-five years, continuing until 
the sentenced man has reached the age 
of seventy. 

In a general way this penalty follows 
the pattern of restitution given by God 
to His people and recorded in the books 
of Moses. Under its rigorous but wise 
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provisions, the man who stole an ox 
was required to repay five oxen, and a 
stolen sheep was to be repaid fourfold 
(Exod. 22:1). 

Somewhere along the way, the prin- 
ciple of restitution has been abandoned. 
Sentences tend to be light and criminals 
are not infrequently able to serve their 
sentences and then emerge from prison 
walls to enjoy what they have stolen. 
But God’s principle of civil justice pro- 
vides for restitution. If it were followed 
more frequently today, perhaps the num- 
ber of crimes in many categories would 
be substantially reduced. 


Brothers, 
We Are One! 


Regardless of his denominational con- 
nection, the redeemed child of God should 
be aware—even joyously so—of his mem- 
bership in the one true Church, the Body 
of Christ. 

This is the implication in a recent 
statement that one of the strengths of 
the Roman Church is her “appearance 
of universality.” 

Speaking of this church system, the 
writer says: “Her people do not join a 
local society; they are confirmed by the 
bishop as members of the church which 
claims to be founded by Peter, the church 
whose worship is the same throughout 
the world. . . . For the individual this 
can be a great experience. Instead of 
traveling through life alone, he is part 
of a mighty host...” 

We question whether there are many 
born-again Christians in Protestant 
churches who are not at least aware of 
their membership in a much more mighty 
host than any earthly organization. Yet 
is it not possible that there are many 
among us who are most sensible of 
membership in their local fellowship, 
then sensible of their denominational 
ties, and finally conscious—perhaps a 
little vaguely—of their union with other 
believers? 

The Christian who does not sense at 
least something of his union with all 
others who trust in Christ, who does not 
suffer when another part of the Body is 
made to suffer, who has no sense of the 
headship of Christ and the wonderfulness 
of His program for the Church is living 
on the fringe of Christian experience. 
Protestantism would be poor indeed if 
Christians were to somehow lose sight of 
this great truth. 

Here is a point of doctrine to be con- 
served and even stressed in these times 
of outward division. There is indeed a 
joy in knowing that you travel as part of 
a mighty host. The Christian has this 
joy on a plane that no one else can know. 
He should be encouraged to claim it fully 
for himself and to live within its light.

Here is a thoughtful 





vast universe, and since we are but 

a speck on the speck, how can God 

be interested in so small and insig- 
nificant a being? In asking this ques- 
tion man is simply confessing that he is 
measuring God by himself; and indeed 
if God is only a bigger Man, then the 
question is well put. But He is not man, 
He is God. 

When we say God, we mean infinite 
God; for to be God He must be infinite. 
To be anything else is to be no God at 
all. And an infinite God means infinite 
care for every one of His creatures. 

The worldly wise seem to infer that if 
God had made man as big as the earth, 
He might be more interested in him. 
Why not go further and say that if God 
had made man as big as the sun, or even 
as big as a whole galaxy, then we might 
expect some special attention from the 
Almighty? Since there are countless 
numbers of galaxies, the problem would 
still remain the same. 

How dare anyone presume to say what 
is large or what is small to God? When 
did time begin, or when does it end? 
What is time or space to Him who cre-

then, He endowed that speck with 
thought and feeling and will so that it 
could comprehend these things, is not 
the speck greater than the galaxy? Is it 
not possible that this speck has infinite 
capacities since it is able to think about 
the infinite? Who is this creature who 
asks, “Is there a God?” and cries out, 
“O that I knew where I might find him!” 
(Job 23:3) ? 


+ Is it not fitting that when God made 
man in His image He should surround 
him with such a universe beyond his 
comprehension, and put eternity in his 
heart? Is it not the dignity and glory of 
man to be put in such a setting? 

But then we are told to consider the 
vast population of the earth. How can 
God be interested in everyone? Is it not 
because He is infinite? “He counteth 
the number of the stars; he calleth them 
all by their names” (Ps. 147:4, A.S.V.). 

God is not limited by numbers. If He 
were just the measure of a man, yes. 
But shall we say that if He had never 
made more than a thousand men, He 
would be more interested in each one, 
than if He had made a billion? A pas- 
tor may be able to have more individual 











interest in a flock of a hundred than in 
a flock of five thousand. But what are 
numbers to God? Are not these His glory? 

Think how God has both placed and 
endowed man here in this universe. Man 
does not have to go to a university or 
look through a telescope to ponder these 
things. Man stands just as much in awe 
of God when he looks up to the stars 
with his naked eye, or stands before a 
great mountain, or on the beach of the 
fathomless deep, or picks a “flower in a 
crannied wall,” as though educated with 
both telescope and microscope. The peas- 
ant can comprehend the greatness of 
God as well as the philosopher. 

Was not this the meditation of the 
psalmist three thousand years ago 
(Ps. 8)? 

“When I consider thy heavens, the 

work of thy fingers... 

What is man, that thou are mindful 

of him? . 

For thou hast made him but little 

lower than God [Elohim] 

And crownest him with glory and 

honor.” 

Where in all the learning of the twen- 
tieth century can you find such under- 
standing and majesty as set forth in 
Psalm 139? Here we see God’s omnis- 
cience (vv. 1-6), God’s omnipresence 
(vv. 7-12) , God’s omnipotence (vv. 13-24). 

Then listen to the teaching of His Son. 
“Are not two sparrows sold for a penny? 
and not one of them shall fall to the 
ground without your Father: but the 
very hairs of your head are all num- 
bered. Fear not therefore: ye are of 
more value than many sparrows” (Matt. 
10:29-31). Or, “If God doth so clothe 
the grass of the field, which today is, and 
tomorrow is cast into the oven, shall he 
not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith?” (Matt. 6:30). 

We should not wonder at this. It could 
not be otherwise. Christ is teaching us 
that His infinite Father has infinite care 
for everyone. It is only such a God as 
this who is able to make all things work 
together for good to them who love Him. 
The ground of this infinite care is set 
forth in the unspeakable gift of His Son, 
of whom we become partakers when we 
receive Him as our Saviour.

A glance at some of the representative 
organizations in this important field 
gives a clearer picture of the good work 
being done. Among such groups are the 
Rural Bible Crusade, which annually en- 
rolls more than 100,000 pupils and teach- 
ers in twelve Midwestern states, and the 
Children’s Bible Mission, ministering to 
about 250,000 children each month in 
nine Southern and Eastern states. 

The American Inland Mission brings 
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Youngsters are storing Scripture 


Scripture memoriza- 
tion to children in Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, and 
Oklahoma. In Pennsyl- 
vania, the Bible to 
Youth Crusade has en- 
rolled more than 10,000 
through Bible memory 
contests in the public 
schools. The Go Ye 
Mission works in five 
counties in eastern 
Oklahoma. 

Scripture Memory 
Mountain Mission 
takes the gospel to 
about 40,000 in five 
counties in southeast- 
ern Kentucky, while 
the Tennessee Mountain Mission serves 
sixteen counties in Tennessee. Through 
the Colportage Department of the Moody 
Bible Institute, 216,000 public school chil- 
dren in thirty-nine states participated in 
a Scripture memory program last year. 
Other organizations are also working in 
this field. 

In Canada, some 700,000 boys and girls 
have learned portions of God’s Word 
through the efforts of the Day School 
Gospel League, active since 1928. And 
the Canadian Sunday School Mission is 
reaching children in rural areas in all 
ten provinces. Using several methods to 
present the gospel, it has enrolled more 
than 171,713 in Bible memory work. 


+ At first glance, interesting active little 
Billy or shy Irma in memorizing Scrip- 
ture may seem far from easy. But usually 
once the youngsters see and hear about 
the awards which they can earn, they 
are eager to take part. Many learn quite 
quickly, mastering forty or fifty verses 
within a month. Some have been known 
to memorize as many as 500 passages in 
only ten days. 

In actual practice a Scripture memory 
program gets under way when the work- 
er, having obtained permission, visits the 
classroom and explains his work. Prob- 
ably this first visit will be brief. Perhaps 
he will hold up his Bible, asking how 
many have one in their homes. Some 
children will answer that they do. When 
he asks how many read it, the response 
will be much smaller. And few if any 
hands will be raised when he asks how 
many memorize Bible verses. 











These rural children prize the New Testaments and Gospels 
won for Scripture memory work—and read them, too! 


Explaining that the Bible is God’s 
Word and that everyone should know 
what God has to say to him, the worker 
may read John 3:16. Then showing a 
copy of the Gospel of John, he tells the 
children they can earn copies by learn- 
ing just that one verse. Those who wish, 
are then enrolled for the Scripture mem- 
ory work. Various types of prizes are 
offered, including free vacations at Bible 
camps. 

Bringing the gospel to children in this 
way through Bible memory work has 
many advantages. First, the actual mem- 
orizing is done outside school hours; it 
does not, therefore, conflict with the 
school’s regular schedule. In some in- 
stances, teachers may hear children re- 
cite their verses, but that is usually after 
school has been dismissed. 

This approach is also well adapted to 
children of varying religious backgrounds. 
Catholics as well as Protestants, for ex- 
ample, take part in Scripture memory 
work. Some organizations furnish Catho- 
lic children with verses from the Rheims- 
Douay version of the Bible. Since the 
program is entirely elective, no child 
need be embarrassed if he does not take 
part. 


+ As children learn Scripture passages, 
teachers usually note improvement in 
behavior. 

“The boy we call ‘Fatso’ has quit cuss- 
ing,” a teacher in Mississippi informed 
the Moody Colportage Department after 
memory work had been started in her 
school. “Others have improved just all 
around.”

Some write of even more definite re- 
sults. A teacher in Arkansas reported to 
the same organization, “I am happy to 
tell you of the conversion of five pupils 
and two former pupils during the past 
week. Two boys, age fourteen, both in 
my eighth grade class, were in the group. 
Each one has lost his desire for the taste 
of smoking tobacco. Isn’t it wonderful 
how God can take care of problems for 
us!” 

“I wish you could see the good this 
memorizing of Bible verses is doing,” 
another teacher wrote the Rural Bible 
Crusade. “One lad in particular is a 
changed boy. He has always been such 
a problem child and simply wouldn’t 
take an interest in things. The boy is a 
completely changed lad since he has 
been learning those verses.” 

The impact of Bible passages “learned 
by heart” is also felt by parents in the 
home. According to one estimate, for 
every child who learns his verses at 
home, four others hear them. Reports of 
conversions in homes come in continually. 
Wrote one child who had learned enough 
verses to go to camp: “My daddy and one 
brother and sister-in-law accepted Jesus 
as their Saviour. It seems like living in 
a new world.” 

A teacher from the Day School Gospel 
League in Canada tells of visiting a home 
and finding the entire family gathered 
to listen to one of her pupils read from 
the Bible. In another instance, a mother 
whose husband and son had been killed 
overseas found peace and _ salvation 
through reading the Gospel of John her 
daughter brought home from school. 


+ Sucu incidents as these are generally 
conceded to have had their origin in 
1918 as an answer to the burden and 
prayers of the late J. Lloyd Hunter. Dur- 
ing that World War I year, Mr. Hunter 
was in St. Louis County, Minn., busily 





organizing Sunday schools in rural sec- 
tions where no other Christian work 
was being done. 

The task was anything but easy. One 
day he realized that out of the county’s 
40,000 inhabitants fully 30,000 lived too 
far from existing churches to attend. It 
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would take years to organize Sunday 
schools for so many. 

To make matters worse, communist 
groups were holding meetings in the 
area and instilling atheistic teachings 
in the minds of the childen. Most homes 
had no Bible. In some sections no services 
of any kind—not even funeral services— 
were held where the Word of God could 
be presented. 

One day as Mr. Hunter thought about 
the situation, a thirteen-year-old girl 
said to him, “Mr. Hunter, the people with 
whom I live are not my people. My folks 
died when I was a baby. I would not live 
the way these people [do] for all the 
money in the world. If there is any 
chance, I want to be a Christian and live 
the kind of life you talked about in 
school the other day.” 

The child’s eagerness increased Mr. 
Hunter’s concern. “I became so burdened 
that I could hardly stand it,” he said. 
“I was convinced that something must be 








done at once.” In answer to prayer, the 
thought came to him that a Bible mem- 
ory contest might be effective. Acting 
promptly he wrote country school teach- 
ers in St. Louis county outining his plans. 
As prizes he offered Bibles, New Testa- 
ments and Christian storybooks to all 
who would memorize certain Bible verses. 

The idea caught on immediately, and 
children in that one county memorized 
8,000 Bible verses the first year. The next 
year they learned 26,000. 

After four years, these children, num- 
bers of them from atheistic homes, were 
memorizing a total of 60,000 verses 
yearly. As a result, many became new 
creatures in Christ Jesus. As_ they 
changed, the community began to change 
too. Sunday schools and prayer meetings 
began to take the place of weekly Com- 
munist gatherings. 

A permanent soul-winning work was 
set up in every community possible. 
Many young people became interested in 
educating themselves to become effective 
soul winners, and some went to Bible 
schools to prepare for full-time Christian 
service. 

After the work was well established, 
Mr. Hunter and his wife moved to 
Canada. Mrs. Hunter recalls that al- 
though her husband had nothing definite

in view, he strongly felt God’s leading 
and they went by faith. Once there, in 
Winnipeg, Man., he found a group of 
Christian businessmen who had been 
praying about the need for reaching rural 
children with the gospel. Soon Mr. 
Hunter was working with them on a 
Scripture memory program, and Bible 
memory work had come to Canada. 
Meanwhile this type of ministry was 
being extended in the United States. 

Today the need for Bible memory work 
is as great as in the past. Perhaps it 
is even greater. Workers tell of finding 
children who believe that “Jesus was 
the first president of the United States,” 
or that “Jesus was a gangster.” In some 
rural schools, not one child has ever 
seen a copy of the Bible. In others, even 
the teacher does not know what a Bible 
is. 

As many as 80 per cent of rural school 
pupils know absolutely nothing of God’s 
plan of salvation, according to the Rural 
Bible Crusade. They may know the 
Bible is God’s Word and that it is true, 
but the tragic fact is that they do not 
know what it says. 

“We never had a chance to hear God’s 
Word,” a little girl in Kentucky explained 
to workers from the Scripture Memory 
Mountain Mission. “We didn’t have a 
Sunday school, and a lot of us smaller 
ones didn’t know Jesus saves from sin. 
We knew the Bible was God’s Word and 
that we should obey it—that was all 
our parents taught us. Maybe that was 
all they knew.” 

And probably it was. Bible memory 
workers find parents who have not at- 
tended church for years, sometimes 
never. Ten thousand villages in our coun- 
try have no churches, according to the 
Rural Bible Crusade figures. Thirty 
thousand have no resident pastor. More 
than sixty thousand rural churches have 
closed their doors, and others are dying 
at the rate of a thousand a year. 


+ Ficures from other sources tell the 
same story. America’s children are not 
familiar with the Scriptures which alone 
are able to make them “wise unto sal- 
vation.” Of the more than six and a half 
million children of school age in the 
area served by the Childen’s Bible Mis- 
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sion, more than 4,600,000 do not attend 
any church or Sunday school. 

The situation in Canada is little better. 
According to a statement in a recent 
magazine, 1,500,000 children are enrolled 
in the Dominion’s public schools—but 
Sunday schools have enrolled only 1764,- 
000. 

The need is all the more acute because 
of growing crime and juvenile delin- 
quency. In Illinois concern over condi- 
tions in one city’s grade school has led 
to a request that several of the city’s 
schools be enrolled in a Bible memory 
program. Eleven hundred children be- 
tween the third and eighth grades have 
thus been reached, with the result that 
lives have been changed and conditions 
much improved. 

Similar requests come to others who 
are bringing the gospel to school children. 
But these groups are equipped to meet 
only a small part of the great challenge. 
As in other phases of the Lord’s work, 
the fields are truly white unto harvest, 
but the laborers are few. 

The American Inland Mission says one 
of its greatest problems is to get Chris- 
tians who have the privilege of attending 
church or who have special training to 
see the need of spreading the gospel 
among school children. 

“We have eighty full-time mission- 
aries,” adds the Children’s Bible Mission, 
“when 800 would come nearer meeting 
the need.” The Canadian Sunday School 
Mission also mentions the need for con- 
secrated workers, adding: 

“None need go who look for comfort, 

None need go who look for ease; 
But we need a lot of workers 

Who will live upon their knees.” 

There are other problems, of course, 
but the many organizations carrying on 
Bible memory work know that though 
“there are many adversaries,” “a great 
door and effectual’ has been opened for 
gospel work among school children since 
God answered Lloyd Hunter’s prayer in 
1918.

Taking the Offensive

vail against it—Matthew 16:18 


this tremendous hour—an hour 
when the souls of men are failing 
them for fear and tidal waves of 
hell-spawned evil are engulfing the earth. 

What shall be done—shall the Church 
be passive or aggressive? Shall Chris- 
tians wait for the attacks of Satan or 
shall we launch the first attack? Can 
we silently ignore the onslaughts of To- 
phet, hoping against hope that they will 
run their course without our interven- 
tion? Is that the wisest course? Is that 
what God would have us do? Is that the 
leading of the Holy Spirit? Is it possible 
to ignore the forces of evil, to be neutral, 
and not suffer serious consequences? 

No great cause is won without a ter- 
rific struggle. In saying the gates of hell 
should not prevail against His Church, 
our Lord did not merely mean that the 
Church should withstand the attacks of 
the adversary. He was saying that the 
gates of hell would not be able to with- 
stand the onslaught of His Church! 

The Church is not to be a garrisoned 
body, entrenched behind the breastworks, 
waiting for hell to attack it. That is the 
heresy, the tragic misinterpretation that 
has almost succeeded in emasculating the 
mighty power of the organized battal- 
ions of Prince Immanuel. 

From the beginning, the followers of

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the Christ—aye, and the Christ Himself— 
have had a great battle on their hands. 
This ceaseless warfare will not end until 
the Lord of hosts comes with the shining 
hosts of heaven to assert His sovereign 
rights over all the earth. 

Too many look on Jesus Christ as 
mild, meek, effeminate; but that is not 
the way the Book paints Him. That is 
not the way He appeared to Ezekiel on 
the plain, to Isaiah in the temple, to 
Paul in the seventh heaven, to John on 
the Isle of Patmos. Christ Jesus is meek 
and lowly, but He definitely is not weak. 
No man is weak who can control men, 
multitudes, mobs as Christ did. Where 
in all the annals of men was there ever 
courage to pose beside the utter bravery 
of the Son of God? Yet passive resist- 
ance and unaggressiveness on the part 
of the Church are definitely destroying 
its power. 


+ THE time is long, long overdue for us 
to be on the offensive. The other way 
has not worked overly well. There has 
been defeat on too many fronts when it 
would have been comparatively easy to 
have won mighty victories. The world 
has been turning too often and too much 
to other programs, other organizations, 
other leaderships for the inspiration, 
counsel, guidance that should by all 
rights be those of the Church. 

R. S. Freeman, eminent military his- 
torian, said that defensive warfare, if 
continued, is destructive and disastrous. 
It results in loss of territory. It leads to 
loss of morale. The constant sacrifice of 
territory, materiel and men will cut the

nerve fibers of any army or people. It 
will deaden the will to win, destroy the 
buoyant spirit of victory. Such a nation 
surrenders first on the inside, then folds 
up outwardly. 

Nowhere does this principle hold more 
true than in the spiritual realm. Israel 
dismally failed to realize this. Almighty 
God had a great purpose for His people. 
It was theirs to cover the earth with the 
knowledge of God as the waters cover 
the sea. Abraham envisioned it; Moses 
foresaw it; David made the Scriptures 
ring with the song of it. Isaiah and the 
other prophets joined in the paean of 
eternal praise because of it. 

Israel failed God, failed the world, 
failed herself. She folded her banners 
and disobediently refused to venture 
forth in spiritual conquest for God. 
Selfish, unheeding, self-centered instead 
of Theocentric, the nation missed the 
mark for which God had called her into 
being. 

When the Messiah came to crown her 
glory, she knew Him not and for long 
centuries the dreadful word “Ichabod” 
was written in black letters over her 
house. From a nation of eternal priests- 
to-be, she deteriorated into a nation of 
merchants and peddlers. With all their 
wealth, with all their contributions to 
the weal of the world, the Jews have 
seemingly bartered away their birthright 
for a noxious mess of pottage. Jacob has 
out-Esaued Esau. 


+ IsRAEL is more than a type of the 
Church. She is a world warning to all 
who believe, who think, who have any 
sort of spiritual perception. There was a 
time when the Church was as terrible 
as an army with conquering banners. 
She pressed the battle to the gates. On 
every front, the armies of the cross mar- 
shalled themselves against the forces of 
the god of this world. 

Satan was kept in rout. Trophies of 
grace were wrested from his talons even 
in the highest places, even in the house- 
hold of the Caesar. By the testimony even 
of non-Christians of their day, the chil- 
dren of God outlived, outloved, out- 
thought and outdied the worldlings about 
them. The pagan Romans, the intellectu- 
ally yet equally pagan Greeks capitulated 
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in great numbers to the resurrected 
Christ, induced by the bold aggressive- 
ness of martyred witnesses of the cross 
and the commission. The relentless, 
ceaseless, all-out offensive warfare of the 
redeemed carried everything before them. 
There was no truce then anywhere. 

Sometime in the later centuries, the 
Church ceased her offensive. False doc- 
trines crept in—then swept in. Unregen- 
erated masses, because there was so 
very little of sacrifice and devotion ex- 
pected of them, allied themselves with 
the pure Bride of Christ. Worldliness 
engulfed the programs and practices of 
the servants of the cross. Compromise 
replaced awareness of Christ’s great 
commission, and the Church grew rich, 
soft and pleasure seeking. 

Wherever the slumbering conscience of 
the Church exploded and found voice, 
that voice was quickly imprisoned and 
the speaker put to death. Here and 
there, hidden away from the persecuting 
bitterness of a jealous hierarchy, little 
groups of the born again continued to 
be true to the religion of the Holy 
Spirit; but they were very small, very 
far between and in constant danger of 
liberty and even life. 

Was the Church’s task complete? Had 
her Lord been enthroned around the 
globe? Had the world received the gospel? 
No! Nevertheless she forgot the venture- 
someness of the wonderful days of her 
espousals. She entrenched herself be- 
hind the mighty bulwarks of the favor 
of rulers, becoming jealous for nothing 
but her position in the eyes of men. 
From that bitter time down to this day, 
the Church has never been wholly on the 
offensive. 


+ TuHIs in general is where we find our- 
selves today. We are fighting a defensive 
battle, and we are losing too much 
ground. The will to battle and win is 
gone from far too many of our Chris- 
tian soldiers. Where is there a city that 
is actually being taken for Christ, let 
alone a state, least of all a nation? We 
are folding up on the outside because 
we have fallen back before the forces of 
Satan. 

There are exceptions, it is true. Thank 
God for victorious advance on certain 
fronts, for the upsurge of offensive war- 
fare, especially in mass evangelism. 
Thank God for the high and the low, 
the big and the little who are battering 
away at the task of turning many to 
righteousness. To every Christian comes 
the call to join them in taking the of- 
fensive against the growing spiritual de- 
clension. 

We must also share in taking the 
offensive against the growing material- 
istic and paganistic philosophies around 
the world. It was the attitude of the 
church in Russia, catering to the court 
clique rather than to the task entrusted 
to it, that was responsible in a great 
measure for the overthrow of both re- 
ligion and government by the Bolshe- 
viki. They, in spite of their so-called dia- 
lectic brilliancy, were appraising religion 
by surface judgment. Likewise the ma- 
terialistic rationalism of the German 
state church enabled Hitler and the Nazi 
brutes to swallow the churches in that 
country.

You approach it from a Chinese-type arched bridge, trimly set over a 
sparkling artificial lake. 

And the rooms! They are magnificent. You gasp within yourself as you 
go from room to room, feeling that all the wealth of the Indies was required 
for the exquisite furnishings. 

Do you love a well-furnished library? You would the one in this home. 
The walls are lined with books and books and bodks, arranged on finely 
made shelving. Wrought iron lamps spot several corners. And in the middle 
of this room is a huge mahogany desk with luxurious chair. An ivory pen 
set is on the desk next to a velvet-cornered blotter. And on the floor is 
a beautiful three-inch thick Chinese rug into which the feet sink with soft 
comfort. 

But if you were in that room, gazing about, you would soon notice—and 
perhaps you would ask about—the ring of dull, rustlike color staining the rug 
at the left side of the desk. 

The answer would surprise you, for the ring spot was made by blood! It 
marks the place where the master of this mansion fell when he shot him- 
self to death in the bleak grip of misery. On the desk was a note in the 
owner’s handwriting. It said simply, sadly, “Nothing left to live for...” 

I take that ring of dull, rustlike color to be evidence of a most solemn 
truth. For here was another poor soul deceived into believing that bliss and 
blessedness could be spelled according to a bank account. But all one can 
purchase with the wand of a dollar sign only emphasizes that which no 
amount of such wand-waving can ever obtain. 

And mark this carefully. That ring of dull, rustlike color would never have 
been there, if only the ring of Calvary had circled that poor, weary, empty 
heart. 

Money! Money! Someone has well said that money buys everything... 
except happiness, and is a passport to every place...except heaven. The 
poorest man in all the world is the man who has no home in eternity. This 
question must come: Have you a home over there? There is no housing short- 
age in the Father’s house; there is room for all who come by way of the Son 
(John 14:6). 

What a relief to know the great gift of the grace of God through the per- 
fect, finished work of the Lord Jesus Christ. It comes “full-flood,” when the 
heart lays firm hold upon it as a gift, utterly and entirely apart from any- 
thing in the way of man’s measure. 

After all, “not by works of righteousness which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of regeneration, and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5); the “gift of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6:23). Even Isaiah of old caught a good glimpse of 
this truth when he pleaded, “Come...without money and without price” 
(Isa. 55:1). 

Here then is the glorious message for this grim age. Ali that you seek and 
need is positively awaiting, full and free, in the grace, mercy and love of the 
Lord. No one is so pitifully poor as the individual who has pushed this prec- 
ious Person out of his life picture. And no one is so blessedly rich as he who 
has really made life-room for the Redeemer.

resisted strongly. Thousands were liq- 
uidated in concentration camps or mar- 
tyred before firing squads. But the great 
majority meekly put themselves on the 
defensive to become the butt of the sad- 
istic jokes and practices of the brown 
shirts. Think of the so-called Christian 
thousands—aye, millions in both Ger- 
many and Russia who goose-stepped in 
the one country or red marched in the 
other to the orders of these powers!

O as the corn market of the world 

and the heart of the nation’s 

breadbasket, the average man on 
the street is likely to be a little more 
sure about the location of ‘“‘Moody’s” up 
north on LaSalle than of the Corn Ex- 
change down at the lower end of the 
street. In fact, the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, after sixty-five years, is one of the 
standard fixtures in the city. 

This is not hard to understand when 
you realize that through the years some 
50,000 Moody students have gone with 
the gospel everywhere from grimy, dive- 
fronted Clark Street and “Bughouse 
Square” two blocks away, to Chinatown 
Sunday schools and to child evangelism 
classes scattered for miles throughout the 
city. 

Meanwhile the Institute’s AM and FM 
radio stations do their part fifteen hours 
a day in making D. L. Moody’s name 
more consistently known in Chicago now 
than when he stormed in and out in the 
years just before the turn of the cen- 
tury. Fortunately, however, the Moody 
Bible Institute is much more interested 
in making known the name of Christ 
than that of its founder—who was even 
more anxious on that score. 

And it’s not only Chicago that knows 
of the Institute. The Moody film pro- 
gram especially has brought tremendous

publicity to the school, and stories of 
this as well as of other ministries have 
reached into the secular press services 
and at least one major national maga- 
zine with word of the gospel-science films 
and “the school that D. L. Moody 
founded.” 

But what has bothered Institute of- 
ficials no end is the fear that some would 
forget that the tail is not being permitted 
to wag the dog—that the Institute is 
first of all a school. All the various 
other ministries—and there are a number 
of them—center about the work of train- 
ing an annual enrollment of 1,400 day 
school students, 1,250 evening students 
and 20,000 who study by means of cor- 
respondence courses. Thus the Moody 
Bible Institute is first of all a school to 
train young men and women how to 
preach the gospel and teach the Word 
of God. 


+ Att this is by way of background for 
understanding what is one of the biggest 
academic steps in the school’s sixty- 
five years of service—a rearranging of 
courses which will link the famous Tor- 
rey-Gray curriculum of Bible study and 
practical Christian training to the edu- 
cationally proved semester system, long 
used by colleges, seminaries and many 
Bible institutes throughout the country. 

Briefly, the change will mean that the 
training of resident full-time students 
in the Moody day school will be spread

over a slightly longer time, with summer 
vacation periods in which to work, 
study, rest or acquire additional experi- 
ence in Christian work. Instead of go- 
ing to school for two eleven-month 
years as required for most courses, in the 
past, students will carry on their studies 
for three two-semester years with va- 
cation periods in between. ~ 

Why the Moody Bible Institute—after 
which more Bible institutes have been 
patterned than any other school—should 
be among the last to adopt the semester 
plan is not hard to explain. True, when 
something works, it’s hard to get up 
much enthusiasm for any kind of change. 
And the academic system of Moody 
Bible Institute has worked remarkably 
well. Thousands of its graduates and 
former students are on almost every mis- 
sion field in the world, while other thou- 
sands occupy pastorates in the home- 
land. 

But certain advantages were apparent 
in the semester plan which warranted 
investigation. Consequently the faculty 
began studying the situation and making 
preliminary recommendations. 

For obvious reasons the Institute could 
not afford to make a hasty decision in 
the matter of a possible changeover. The 
size of the school, the number of stu- 
dents affected, the importance of the 
Institute’s role in meeting the yearly 
demand for missionaries and other Chris- 
tian workers, and its responsibility as a 
leader in the Bible institute field all de- 
manded that the ground be carefully 
studied. Officials especially wanted to be 
convinced before taking a step which 
would add even a few months to the av- 
erage student’s time of preparation. 

Another of the problems requiring 
careful study involved efficient use of the 
school plant. Like most boards of 
trustees, the men who hold the final de- 
cisions at Moody are careful business- 
men. Their question was, “What about 
the investment of the donors in the 
school?” As one of the largest Bible in- 
stitutes in the country, could Moody per- 
mit classrooms, dormitories and other 
equipment to be idle—or even partially 
idle—during six extra weeks each year? 

As time went on, the answer to this 
question became more clear to both fac- 
ulty and trustees. Might not the plant 
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be fully used by a new type of Institute 
summer school? There were many who 
needed and wanted Moody training, but 
had only summer months available. Spe- 
cial vacationtime sessions for them—ses- 
sions which would not merely supplement 
day school classes as in the past, but 
would throw the whole weight of the 
Institute into a summer course for pas- 
tors, teachers, alumni and others—these 
would meet a real and definite need. 


+ THus one by one problems have been 
solved and difficulties overcome. Now 
Moody officials look back on the change 
with satisfaction. Dean S. Maxwell 
Coder cites at least fifteen advantages to 
students, faculty and the Christian pub- 
lic. 

For example, students will be better 
trained at graduation because of the new 
three-year requirement rather than two 
years of study as formerly required in 
most courses. This means a net gain of 
five months’ training, the difference be- 
tween two eleven-month years and three 
years of nine months each. A longer 
vacation period will mean more time to 
assimilate material received during the 
school year, and more time to replenish 
funds by means of summer jobs. 


The new arrangement will also be im- 
portant to students transferring to and 
from other schools. Until now, the fact 
that Moody has graduated classes in 
April as well as August and December 
has often meant a long layover between 
finishing Bible institute and going on to 
college or seminary. Moreover, loss of 
credit sometimes resulted when students 
transferred into or out of the Moody 
three-term plan. Now such changes can 
be made without undue credit problems. 

Still another advantage—which prob- 
ably helped to crystallize the opinion of 
all concerned—is that the ninety semes- 
ter hour course is widely recognized as a 
desirable standard. Such a course—gen- 
erally requiring three years—is the basis 
for collegiate accreditation adopted by 
the new Accrediting Association of Bible 
Institutes and Bible Colleges. Dr. Wil- 
liam Culbertson, Institute president, was 
one of the leaders who agreed to the 
ninety-hour standard when the associa- 
tion came into being, even though this 
meant that Moody Bible Institute would 
be obliged to discontinue its traditional 
two-year training. 

Along with these more basic consid- 
erations, the new system will be a big 
help to evangelical forces over the nation 
as hundreds of students come home for 
three months each summer to bring 
blessing to their local churches. The 
rapidly growing summer camp and Bible 
conference movement will likewise have 
a fresh field of recruits for camp leaders, 
counselors and Bible teachers. And 
thousands of young people who should 
be thinking of Bible institute training 
will be brought into touch with Institute 
students. 

Members of the faculty will likewise 
benefit. Under the new plan those who 
wish will be able to take further training 
at university and seminary summer 
schools, undertake research and writing, 
and return in the fall with freshness of 
vision and body. At the same time they 
will be much freer to accept invitations 
to speak and participate at summer con-

ferences throughout the country. 


+ But the new semester system is only 
half the story. As students return this 
fall, they will find a complete rearrange- 
ment of the many courses offered. Since 
Dr. James M. Gray made the last such 
revision some thirty years ago, there has 
been a steady accretion of one-hour sub- 
jects. As a result, a week’s schedule for 
the average student has consisted of no 
fewer than twelve subjects, most of them 
studied in class for but one hour during 
the week. : 

This is in sharp contrast to the system 
used in all United States high schools 
and colleges, where students receive in- 
struction in only four or five subjects a 
week with two or three weekly classes in 
each one. With fewer subjects and more 


make for more efficient training—and fewer headaches when examinations 


intensive study, material is more easily 
learned, and mid-term and final exams 
boil down to four or five instead of eleven 
or twelve. 

Through the years the strain of the old 
system has been felt by students and 
faculty alike. In the Christian Educa- 
tion Course, for example, the eleven sub- 
jects per week required in 1920 had in- 
creased to fourteen subjects per week by 
1950. This meant fourteen final exami- 
nations. 

This year the fourteen subjects are 
being combined to make just six. In the 
Christian Education-Music Course the 
fifteen subjects per week formerly car- 
ried by each student have also been re- 
duced to six. This has been accomplished 
without loss of subject matter by concen-

The Fig Tree and Its Branch

An Old Testament symbol takes on added meaning as our Lord replies 


to the disciples’ question—''When shall these things be?" 


HE first major division of the Oli- 

' vet Discourse is concerned almost 

altogether with the dark side of 

things, such as deceit, treason, per- 
secution and apostasy. In the portion 
now before us we come to a bright and 
refreshing contrast. In it the Lord uses 
the familiar method of the parable to 
teach us a lesson concerning His ancient 
people. 

As Trench points out, “The parable, or 
other analogy to spiritual truth appropri- 
ated from the world of nature or man, is 
not merely illustration, but also in some 
sense proof. ... They are arguments, and 
may be alleged as witnesses; the world 
of nature being throughout a witness for 
the world of spirit, proceeding from the 
same hand, growing out of the same root, 
and being constituted for that very end. 
All lovers of truth readily acknowledge 
these mysterious harmonies, and the 
force of the arguments derived from 
them” (Notes on the Parables of Our 
Lord). 

In the parable of the fig tree, the Lord 
uses a symbol which is quite familiar to 
the reader of the Old Testament. It was 
used by Jotham in the days of the judges 
(Judg. 9:10,11). But the fig tree is men-

tioned much earlier than that in the 
Bible. It was in the garden of Eden that 
our first parents sewed fig leaves to- 
gether and made themselves aprons. The 
earliest use of the fig tree itself as a 
symbol of the Lord’s people is found in 
Hosea 9:10, where we read, “I found 
Israel like grapes in the wilderness; I 
saw your fathers as the first ripe in the 
fig tree at her first time: but they went 
to Baal-peor, and separated themselves 
unto that shame.” 

In the prophecy of Jeremiah we read 
of a vision which that prophet had in 
which he saw two baskets of figs. “One 
basket had very good figs, even like the 
figs that are first ripe: and the other 
basket had very naughty figs, which 
could not be eaten, they were so bad” 
(Jer. 24:2). We do not have to guess at 


the meaning of this vision, for the Lord 
Himself immediately gives us the inter- 
pretation, saying, “Like these good figs, 
so will I acknowledge them that are car- 
ried away captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the land of 
the Chaldeans for their good. For I will 
set mine eyes upon them for good, and I 
will bring them again to this land: and 
I will build them, and not pull them 
down; and I will plant them, and not 
pluck them up.” 

Here it should be noted that it is not 
the whole nation of Israel which is in 
view, but only that part of it which was 
carried captive to Babylon by Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Inasmuch as the ten tribes had 
been carried away to Assyria long before 
that, this must refer to the tribes of 
Judah and Benjamin, commonly known 
as the southern kingdom. But even 
though they were actually taken captive 
by Nebuchadnezzar, the Lord says that 
He sent them to Babylon for their own 
good. And it is very beautiful indeed to 
note that He also promises to bring them 
back again to their own land. 

The prophecy of Joel also refers to 
this. But there the nation into whose 
hands the Lord had delivered Judah is 
referred to as a “nation ... strong, and 
without number, whose teeth are the 
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teeth of a lion, and he hath the cheek 
teeth of a great lion. He hath laid my 
vine waste, and barked my fig tree: he 
hath made it clean bare, and cast it 
away; the branches thereof are made 
white” (Joel 1:6, 7). 

There are two things that should be 
noted particularly here. On the one 
hand we have the vine, and on the other 
the fig tree and its branches. The vine, 
as we know from Isaiah 5 and Psalm 80, 
is a type of the nation of Israel as a 
whole. But in Isaiah 5:7 we find a dis- 
tinction made between “the house of 
Israel, and the men of Judah.” The for- 
mer is “the vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts,” and the latter “His pleasant 
plant.” Since the fig tree is noted for its 
pleasantness or sweetness (Judg. 9:11), 
it is not difficult to see here a hint, at 
least, of the symbol used later to repre- 
sent that part of the nation which was 
taken captive to Babylon. 


II 


In Luke 13:6 we get another parable 
of the fig tree. There we read: “A cer- 
tain man had a fig tree planted in his 
vineyard.” In the light of Jeremiah 
24:5, 6, to which we have already re- 
ferred, it seems quite clear that here we 
have another reference to Judah brought 
back from Babylon and once more plant- 
ed in the land. 

Ezra likewise made reference to this 
restoration in his prayer when he said, 
“And now for a little space grace hath 
been showed us from the Lord our God, 
to leave us a remnant to escape... for 
we were bondmen; yet our God hath not 
forsaken us in our bondage, but hath 
extended mercy unto us in the sight of 
the kings of Persia, to give us a reviving, 
to set up the house of our God, and to 
repair the desolations thereof, and to 
give us a wall in Judah and in Jerusa- 
lem” (Ezra 9:8, 9). 

It was to this remnant that Christ 
came seeking fruit. But He “found none” 
(Luke 13:6). And even though there was 
an extension of time granted as we 
know (v. 8), the fruit for which He 
looked never appeared. Nevertheless, in 
the parable now before us He predicts a 
revival. And the fact that He used a fig 
tree, and not a vine, seems to mean that 
the revival will begin in that part of the 
nation represented by the fig tree. Since 
“it is evident that our Lord sprang out 
of Juda” (Heb. 7:14), it seems most ap- 
propriate that it should begin there.

In that connection it is of more than 
passing interest to note that He did not 
say “branches,” but “His branch.” It is 
only here and in the parallel passage 
(Mark 13:28) that we find the word 
“branch” in the singula’ :sumber in the 
New Testament. 

Of all “the men of Judah” there is only 
One of whom the Scripture speaks as 
“the Branch.” In Isaiah 4:2 He is spo- 
ken of as “the Branch of the Lord,” em- 
phasizing His deity. But in Isaiah 11:1 
we read that “a Branch shall grow out 
of his [Jesse’s] roots,” emphasizing His 
humanity. 

Again in Jeremiah 23:5 the Lord says, 
“T will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and pros- 
per, and shall execute judgment and jus- 
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FEW days ago I had the privilege 

of preaching the gospel from the 
pulpit where Dr. Harry A. Ironside 
preached for the last time. It was in 
Bethesda Hall, Rotorua, where a 
group of faithful believers meet regu- 
larly. No American, I was told, had 
spoken to the group in the interven- 
ing period. Hence I was particularly 
eager to hear the congregation’s re- 
action to Dr. Ironside’s final testi- 
mony. 

Rotorua is a fascinating resort in 
the heart of New Zealand’s thermal 
region, some 150 miles southwest of 
Auckland. It is famous for its sul- 
phur baths; and to go wading in its 
radium and soda waters is quite a 
soothing experience. The Maoris, 
dusky New Zealand natives, abound 
throughout the area. Several Maoris 
were in my evening congregation, lis- 
tening attentively and responsively to 
the opening of the Word of God. 

Bethesda Hall is a small wooden 
structure, simply furnished and 
brightly illuminated. It is heated by 
what is known as a thermal bore, that 
is, by direct connection with nature’s 
own heating system. But the hall 
will be remembered by Christians be- 
cause it was there that one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest prophets spoke his last 
words for the Lord he loved. 

On Saturday night, the people in- 
formed me, Dr. Ironside gave an in- 
troductory exposition of the Epistle 
to Titus, expecting to continue his 
series on the following Monday. His 
searching message created a profound 





impression. On Sunday morning he 
insisted on preaching, although it was

obvious to all that he was under an 
intense strain. 

For one who had so long antici- 
pated and taught Christ’s return, the 
Saturday evening Titus discourse had 
been definitely in order, for is that 
not the epistle of our blessed hope and 
the glorious appearing of our Lord? 
But now on Sunday morning Dr. Iron- 
side preached on Christ and Him 
crucified, the topic celebrated by an- 
gelic hosts, enunciated by prophets, 
apostles, saints and martyrs, and pre- 
cious to the hearts of true believers. 

The particular subject was “The 
Stone Which the Builders Rejected.” 
Anyone who has gloried in Dr. Iron- 
side’s clear, steady, moving exposi- 
tions of the Word of God can hear 
again the intonations of his voice as 
he explained the significance of 
Christ the stone, depicted His rejec- 
tion, and then doubtless moved on to 
His glorious headship. 

The Bethesda people spoke quietly, 
and almost reverently, as they told 
the story. Dr. Ironside’s testimony in 
New Zealand, cut off though it was so 
soon, will always remain in the hearts 
of his hearers. One is told in Rotorua 
that whenever hot water is desired for 
residences and hotels in the area, all 
that is needed is to sink a shaft 120 
feet and the water gushes forth. Dr. 
Ironside sank the shaft of Scripture 
deep into the recollections of his lis- 
teners, and the result is a warm, 
grateful, enduring remembrance. 

That Sunday afternoon he was 
taken to the hospital, and early the 
next morning, according to my in- 
formants, he went to be with Christ, 
“which is far better.” Now Dr. Iron- 
side is gone, but the assembly in 
Rotorua will long remember that a 
prophet of the Lord was in their midst. 








tice in the earth.” Similarly, in Jeremiah 
33:14 we read, “Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will perform that 
good thing whieh I have promised unto 
the house of Israel and to the house of 
Judah. In those days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branch of righteousness 
to grow up unto David; and he shall 
execute judgment and righteousness in 
the land.” 

In Zechariah 3:8 the Lord refers to 
this same Blessed One as His Servant 
“the Branch.” Finally, in Zechariah 
6:12, 13 the Lord of hosts speaks, saying, 
“Behold the man whose name is The 
BRANCH; and he shall grow up out of 
his place, and he shall build the temple 


of the Lord: even he shall build the tem- 
ple of the Lord; and he shall bear the 
glory, and shall sit and rule upon his 
throne; and he shall be a priest upon his 
throne: and the counsel of peace shall 
be between them both.” 

In Luke 21:29, 30 no mention is made 
of “the branch.” There we read, “Be- 
hold the fig tree, and all the trees; when 
they now shoot forth, ye see and know 
of your own selves that summer is nigh 
at hand.” If the shooting forth here 
refers to national revival, and we believe 
that it does, then we can see that there 
will not only be a revival of Israel as a 
nation, but other nations which had spe-

A ‘Treasure Hunt 
for Your Missionary 


ERHAPS in the not-too-distant fu- 
Pe your church will have the priv- 

ilege of sending out a new mission- 

ary or missionary couple. When 
this time comes, you'll want to arrange a 
social evening which will send them off 
properly with pleasant memories and 
provision for some of their many mate- 
rial needs as well. 

Not long ago the “Won by One” group 
of young adults in our church presented 
an unusual treasure hunt for a departing 
missionary. The result was a thoroughly 
fitting time of fellowship and an unusu- 
ally appropriate farewell for the one who 
was to leave us. 

How can your church plan such a 
party? Here is a step-by-step descrip- 
tion of how we did it. 


+ To be sure of attracting attention and 
interest, we announced the date of our 
treasure hunt a month in advance. In 
addition to talking about it, we had 
posters made carrying out the theme of 
the treasure hunt, and placed them in 
various locations around the church. 

A week before the announced date of 
ine party, we mailed out attractive and 
neatly printed invitations in the form of 
a treasure chest, such as shown in Fig- 
ure 1. Light yellow paper was used for 
making the miniature chests, according 
to the pattern in Figure 2 on page 22. 
The metal binding, rivets, lock and other 
details were in brown ink. All the hand 
printing was done in green ink, using 
two different sizes of pen points, as 
shown in the Figures 1 and 2. For the 
fine print, we used a fountain pen filled 
with washable green ink. For the broad 
letters, we used a straight pen with an 
Esterbrook No. 7 point, which can be 
obtained at most dime stores or station- 
ery shops. 

Guests were invited to bring practical 
gifts for the missionary who was to be 
the guest of honor. (Note in Figure 2 
that the invitation reads, “Bring your 
treasure for our own missionary to Ethi- 
opia.”) The outfit list of the missionary 
served as a guide to the guests in select- 
ing needed articles for the field. As each 
person replied to the invitation, the gift 
he or she was planning to bring was 
checked off the list to prevent duplica- 
tion. 


+ Since the missionary cherishes all the 
delightful things that happen during

those precious days at home, we pur- 
chased a loose-leaf scrapbook for record- 
ing the events of the evening. As the 
guests arrived, for example, we had them 
sign their names on the page we headed 
“Guests.” Other pages were captioned 
“Games,” “Refreshments,” besides spe- 
cial headings, as explained later. 

The games carried out the theme of 
the treasure hunt. These games and the 
way they were presented follow: 

1. A HUNT FOR HYMNS—‘Since our 
missionary at one time heard the call to 
the field, let’s see if we can catch some 
of the hymns that have spoken to her 
heart. Our pianist will play the num- 
bers and see if you can recognize them.” 
Each guest was given a sheet of paper 
and pencil for jotting down the names of 
the hymns. Our list included:

2. SUPPORT THE MISSIONARY— 
“Now, no missionary can go to the field 
without some ‘wampum.’ So we'll divide 
off into Baptists, Methodists, Presbyte- 
rians and Congregationalists, and see 
who will support our missionary on the 
field. Hidden around the room are sil- 
ver coins [wrapped candy], and the de- 
nominational group discovering the most 
‘wampum’ will have the honor of sup- 
porting our representative in the foreign 
field.” When the fun of gathering the 
coin candy was over, each group was 
entitled to eat its own “money.” 


3. TREASURE VERSES—‘The great- 
est treasure our honored guest can have 
is the Word of God, so we’re going to see 
how many verses we can give concerning 
treasures or precious stones.” After a 
list was completed, the passages were 
recorded in the scrapbook under the page 
titled “Treasure Verses.” 


4. THE VOYAGE—“To go to the re- 
gions beyond, our missionary must sail 
the high seas. For a bird’s-eye view of 
this, let’s turn off the lights for a mo- 
ment. Now take the pencil and paper 
we have distributed, and draw a picture 
of the boat on which she is sailing. Have 
you finished? Fine. Let’s put our guest 
on the deck, gazing at the pier. How 
does she look? Now put someone on 
shore, waving a handkerchief.” (All the

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drawing was done in the dark.) The 
results of this game were hilarious! The 
funniest and best ones were pasted in 
the scrapbook on the page entitled, “The 
Voyage.” 

5. ALBUM TIME—“Now we are going 
to make a permanent record of the ac- 
tivities which led up to our missionary’s 
going to the field. Our previous teams 
of denominations will each be assigned 
two pages in our scrapbook. We will then 
look through this stack of pictorial mag- 
azines and cut out pictures appropriate 
for the assigned title on the page.” The 
titles of the pages, in addition to those 
already mentioned, were: “Early Days,” 
“Schooling,” “The Call,” “Don’t Forget 
This,” “The Field,” “The Voyage,” 
“Gifts” and “The First Furlough.” (Scis- 
sors and paste were furnished each 
group.) 

6. TREASURE TIME—“Since we have 


all these activities recorded in the scrap- 
book, let’s see some of the treasures that 
will go on the voyage with our ambassa- 
dor.” All the gifts had previously been 
placed in a big chest to look like a treas- 
ure chest. We used a large Chinese 
chest, but a cedar chest may be used, or 
a cardboard carton from the grocery 
store may be covered with crepe paper to 
look like a treasure chest. The list of 
gifts was recorded on a page of the 
scrapbook entitled, “Out of the Treasure 
Chest.” 


+ FoLLtowinc this we served pieces of 
cake 3 x 5 x 2 inches, iced on all sides with 
caramel icing, and with a gold covered 
candy corn inserted vertically to make 
the rectangular piece of cake look like a 
treasure chest. Refreshments also in- 
cluded a sherbet glass of fresh straw-

Before long 
surprised fair goers found themselves 
listening to the old-fashioned gospel pre- 
sented in a way which held their in- 
terest.

Tine big silver trailer edged carefully 
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themselves, accepted Christ. Today he 
is one of the Lord’s faithful servants. 

Ray and Darlene Brubaker and their 
associates in Cathedral Caravans, Inc., 
can tell of scores of similar incidents in 
their work of outdoor evangelism along 
the highways and byways of the nation. 
Today no less than three trailer-cathe- 
drals on wheels are traveling over the 
countryside, presenting their message by 
means of Christian films, music and gos- 
pel magic. Their goal—to reach as many 
as possible of the millions who never 
hear the gospel, among the 70,000,000 
in America who never attend any church 
or religious services. 

You may find these caravans parked 
on a lot in the center of town, near a 
housing project or at an army base. Or

perhaps a county fair or a trailer park 
becomes the target for a week of pro- 
grams. Still other avenues may lead to 
a school ground, ball park, or vacant lot. 

“Pluggers’’—announcements made over 
the loudspeaker—or the electrically oper- 
ated neon and fluorescent signs help at- 
tract an audience to the evening pro- 
grams. Recorded music adds its invi- 
tation. 

An adventure film is the “icebreaker 
to introduce the program. Magic follows 
to cleverly convey gospel truth. The in- 
trigued audience stays for the top-rated 
gospel film which follows. By the time 
the invitation is given, many are under 
conviction of sin and are ready to turn 
to Christ as Saviour. 

At one such outdoor service, twenty 
high school students made profession of 
faith in Christ after having seen a power- 
ful film on the atom bomb. Christian 
laymen and pastors assisted in the per- 
sonal work. An alert president of the 
Hi-School Christian Fellowship Club was 
quick to enlist them in his organization. 

Cathedral Caravan workers’ have 
learned by actual survey that approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of those attending 
their programs are unsaved. In fact. in 
one trailer park in Florida personal visits 
to each trailer home disclosed that not 
one person even knew what the word 
“saved” meant. Yet on the average 
nearly 10 per cent of the audiences decide 
for Christ during the caravan's visits. 

Another interesting story lies behind 
the origin of the Cathedral Caravans 
ministry four years ago. A graduate of 
Moody Bible Institute, Ray Brubaker was 
then news editor of the gospel radio sta- 
tion, WMBI. Ominous world events. the 
urgency of the times and the need of the 
people everywhere, all led him to heed 
the call of highway evangelism. 

Since leaving the radio “mike” for more 
intimate means of personal contact, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brubaker have been joined by 
two more couples, each one operating 
similarly equipped Cathedral Caravans. 
Each caravan carries on independently 
of the others. One unusual feature, 


” 


@ which often leaves audiences baffled, is 


that the programs given are entirely free 


with no offerings taken, since the work is 


conducted on a faith basis. 

Because they carry on an outdoor min- 
istry, the caravans must follow the birds, 
going south in the winter. Warmer 
weather, however, finds them moving 
north to other areas. Perhaps your com- 
munity will be the next to be invaded 
with these gospel caravans.

Youth for Christ evangelist Guy Lib- 
bey, supported in song by his wife and 
77-year-old daughter, and Len Thompson, 
presented the gospel message each night 
to overflow crowds. Libbey and his party 
then proceeded to Clinton, Iowa, where 
on July 8 they opened a city-wide cru- 
sade in a tent which had been erected in 
the city park. 


Members and associates of the Feder- 
ated Church of Lafayette, N.J., felt the 
strong impact of revival June 10-17 dur- 
ing meetings with John Carrara, evan- 
gelist from Fairview, N.J. It marked the 
first such campaign in that section for 
several years, and a number of conver- 
sions were reported. 

Close to 5,000 people crowded into the 
Billy Sunday Tabernacle, in Staunton, 
Va., on the closing day of revival serv- 
ices conducted by evangelist Eddie Mar- 
tin. In addition, several hundred who 
were unable to get in, listened outside 
with the aid of a special public address 
system. 

Many residents favorably compared the 
two weeks’ meetings with those presented 
by Billy Sunday back in 1926, according 
to interviews appearing in the Staunton 
News-Leader. This year’s meetings, in- 
cidentally, were the first to be held on a 
city wide scale since the days of the 
famed evangelist and ex-major league 
baseball player. 

Martin’s supporters included singer 
Strat Shufelt, accompanists Mrs. Wall 
and Al Illick, and a 250 voice choir, com- 
posed of members of various Staunton 
churches. 


Dr. Fred Garland, Chattanooga, Tenn., 
conference director, was miraculously 
spared by God following a serious auto- 
mobile accident while en route to meet- 
ings in Kasson, Minn. The two cars in- 
volved were completely destroyed, but 
following about a week’s hospitalization, 
Dr. Garland was able to be back on the 
job. 

Evangelist Bob Oughton, of Belleville, 
Ill., took charge of the services at the 
Kasson church, where Rev. Howard Fos- 
ter is pastor. 

Prior to this, Oughton had teamed up 
with Dr. Garland in the Missionary Bap- 
tist Church, Xenia, Ill., where Rev. Carl 
Werb is pastor. Conversions included a 
town drunkard, resulting in a general 
stirring of the town, and a worker who 
had been serving in the church for many 
years.

Our abode consists of a small, 
one-room wooden hut. Never before have we had to tell of our plight except to God. 
May the Lord make you see the position we (Hebrew Christians) are in among 
thousands of rejectors of the Saviour.”

Recent Events in Missions 








HINA. Missionaries are continuing 

J to evacuate from China as rapidly 
as they are able to secure their exit per- 
mits and secure the necessary transpor- 


tation. Both of these things are often 
difficult, however, in the far west. In 
Chinese Tibet, Mr. and Mrs. George Cole, 
Jr., of the Conservative Baptist Mission, 
applied for permission to leave last Jan- 
uary. The permit was not granted until 
June, the worst part of the rainy season 
when travel is most hazardous. Accom- 
panied by their four children, together 
with four other missionaries and two 
children, they started on the first lap of 
their journey, a 300-mile trek by foot 
and carrier over very rough country. 
About two-thirds of the way had been 
covered when tragedy struck. Mrs. Cole 
came down with an attack of spinal 
meningitis and on June 19 gave up her 
life. 

Those who are leaving China are ex- 
ceedingly careful about any information 
they may give concerning the situation 
there, particularly the mention of specific 
persons and places. Some have criticized 
this procedure and have said that there 
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Chinese National- 
ist soldiers on For- 
mosa gathered for 
a gospel meeting.

is too much “hush-hush,” that the people 
ought to be told what is actually going 
on in China. Perhaps there is sometimes 
a bit more caution than is necessary, but 
the danger to the Chinese Christians 
and to the missionaries who remain there 
is very real. The risk to them is undoubt- 
edly greater than the value of publicizing 
some of the things which are happening, 
especially since there are some other 
sources of information available. 

The church is continuing and in some 
places is growing. Open persecution is 
reported from many places, but the 
greatest danger to the church is not this 
open persecution. It is the corrupting of 
the church from within. The communistic 
government knows this and is doing its 
best to undermine the foundations. 

One of the most devilish instruments 
is the “accusation meeting.” This is a 
meeting urged upon the churches, and 
sometimes even demanded, where public 
accusations against church leaders can 
be aired. There are always those who 
have complaints against their leaders, 
real or fancied, and in these meetings 
there is no need to prove one’s case. They 


are not trials, for the accused are not 
given opportunity to clear themselves. 
They are merely for the purpose of vent- 
ing and stirring up hatred and strife. In 
this way the government is provided with 
logical grounds on which to intervene 
in church affairs. 

The May 19 issue of the Tien Feng 
weekly is reported to contain an article 
giving instructions on how to conduct an 
accusation meeting. “Liu Liang Mo ad- 
vises that a number of people should plan 
well for such meetings. The accusations 
and speeches should be rehearsed under 
competent leadership. When the actual 
accusation meeting comes off, it must be 
done in a dramatic manner. It is sug- 
gested that a very forceful speaker should 
head the list of accusers. Then the lesser 
lights can speak and the charges drift. 
But for the grand finale there must be 
powerful speakers who will awaken the 
audience and cause them to demand 
judgment upon the accused.” 

A second real danger to the church 
in China lies in the coruption of the 
Christian press under government con- 
trol. Again the government realizes the 
great value of literature and the possibil- 
ity that in the absence of missionary 
leadership it may still prove a real source 
of inspiration and strength to the church. 
What they did was to call a meeting of 
Christian publishers in Peking over which 
a government publications representative 
presided, assisted by his subordinates. 


. The publishers were allowed to make 


their reports, and then a program was 
adopted to govern their activities in the 
future—which is wholly in conformity 
with the Communist party line. 

We haven’t heard just what pressures 
were brought to bear on the publishers 
to make sure that they accepted the 
program, but it is not hard to fill in the 
picture. It is a familiar procedure. You 
simply get together a group of leaders 
and force them in one way or another 
to adopt a program which has already 
been drawn up for them. Then the policy 
is declared to be the official stand of the 
church as a whole, and the government 
sees to it that no deviation from it is 
permitted to anyone. 

In the program a great deal is made of 
the need to cut off all connections with 
so-called imperialism, which means with 
the missionaries and the countries from 
which they come. Everything must be 
made to conform to the “new” thinking 
in the “new” China, and must be in line 
with what they call “the Common Pro- 
gramme,” which is the Communist pro- 
gram. These things, of course, were to 
be expected, but there is another item 
which is even more ominous for the 
future. 

It is quite ironic that this principle as 
stated begins with the words, “In con- 
formity with religious freedom .. .” but 
then goes on to shackle that freedom. 
In the words of the principle adopted, 
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there is to be formed “a united organi- 
zation of Christian publishers for the 
whole country, thus step by step forming 
one publishing body.” For the present, 
work is to be divided so that each pub- 
lisher will publish different materials 
according to the dictates of the central 
committee. Gradually the different or- 
ganizations will be united, until finally 
there is only one group authorized to 
publish Christian literature. This means 
the complete slavery of the Christian 
press in China. 

JAPAN. The removal of General Mac- 
Arthur raised the question in many minds 
as to the continuing of the very favor- 
able conditions for Christian missionary 
work in Japan under his successor. Ap- 
parently, however, there is no real need 
for concern. General Ridgway, in a letter 
to David H. Johnson, general director of 
the Evangelical Alliance Mission, which 
has the largest number of evangelistic 
missionaries in the country, said, “I am 
fully conscious of the great work which 
your missionaries are carrying on in 
Japan, and you may be assured that I 
shall always extend the utmost co-opera- 
tion to the carrying on of their mission- 
ary efforts.” 

The erection of a Christian radio sta- 
tion for Japan, however, is clearly out, 
at least for the present. The application 
for a station in Osaka was turned down, 
presumably because the law does not 
allow for the licensing of a station dedi- 
cated to the propagation of any partic- 
ular religious creed. It is reported that 
the Roman Catholics, who also wanted a 
station, were able partially to achieve 
their purpose by amalgamating with two 
other groups to form what is known as 
the Japanese Cultural Broadcasting Sta- 
tion. Sixteen private stations have been 
licensed by the government and the evan- 
gelical group are hoping to purchase 
time on some of these stations, as well 
as to continue their present practice of 
recording programs in Japanese to be 
broadcast from Manila over the Christian 
station of the Far East Broadcasting 
Company. 

FORMOSA. This island continues to be 
a fruitful field for the gospel. One of 
the newer missions in the field is the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission, which has 
transferred here some of its China mis- 
sionaries. They have chosen to work in 
the rugged east coast area. 

Recently a Chinese edition of the 
Scripture Truth Course published by the 
Moody Bible Institute Correspondence 
School has been prepared for use in 
Formosa. Harry Liu, of the Pocket Testa- 
ment League, says that in one month’s 
time there were 2,000 enrolled in the 
course. It is being used as a textbook in 
Bible classes conducted in the army and 
navy headquarters. 

ECUADOR. The possibility of a net- 
work of missionary radio stations in 
Latin America is seen as the result of a 
conference to be held this month at 
HCJB. There are reported to be seven 
missionary stations now in Latin Amer- 
ica, located in Haiti, Mexico, Guatemala, 
Costa Rica, Panama, Ecuador and Boliv- 
ia, and each has been invited to send 
representatives to this conference. All 
of these stations are faced with the 
problem of putting on a variety of pro-

NCE again the issue of released-time 

classes for religious instruction — 
this time in New York City schools—is 
apparently to be brought before the USS. 
Supreme Court. The action follows a 
decision by the New York State Court 
of Appeals upholding the constitution- 
ality of the classes. 


Too High a Wall? 

In its decision the State Court of Ap- 
peals held that New York’s released-time 
classes are essentially different than those 
in Champaign, IIl., which were ruled un- 
constitutional in the McCoillom case in 
1948. In New York, students are released 
from school to attend outside classes; in 
Champaign, released-time training took 
place in school classrooms and some pub- 
lic funds were used. Religious teachers 
in Champaign were also chosen with the 
approval of school officials and pupils 
were solicited for instruction. 

According to the opinion of Associate 
New York Judge Charles W. Froessel, it 
is clear “that the constitution does not 
demand that every friendly gesture be- 
tween church and state shall be dis- 
countenanced. This so-called ‘wall of 
separation’ may be built so high ... as 
to impair both state and church as we 
have come to know them.” 

The Supreme Court, of course, may 
either affirm or set aside the lower court’s 
decision. Two Brooklyn parents, Tessim 
Zorach and Mrs. Esta Gluck, are chal- 
lenging the released-time classes on the 
grounds that they violate the principle 
of separation of church and state. 


Protestant Manifesto 

A “Manifesto of Protestant Faith and 
Freedom” reaffirming the position of the 
American Council of Christian Churches 
has been signed by 1,054 Protestant min- 
isters and other leaders, representing 
forty-four denominations. 

Citing ten specific issues, the manifesto 
condemns the National Council of Chris- 
tian Churches and calls upon “the Chris- 
tian people of the United States not to 
encourage the council financially or 
otherwise, or to be a part of its numeri- 
cal strength or fellowship.” Instead, 
Christians are asked to use their liberty 
of speech .. . to inform fellow citizens 
of this master plan . . . of the churches 
of Christ in the U.S.A.” 

The American Council statement takes 
sharp issue with the claims of the Na- 
tional Council that it represents the

“Churches of Christ in the United 
States,” denounces the organization’s in- 
clusion of non-Protestant and modernist 
groups with liberal teachings, and con- 
demns the National Council’s open and 
professed interest in the ultimate unity 
of all churches. 


Going Up 

During 1950, churches of all faiths 
within continental U.S. gained the 800,- 
00 members necessary to offset estimated 
losses by death, and surged ahead to 
show a total net gain over 1949 of 2,950,- 
987 members, according to the annual 
church membership survey of Christian 
Herald. These additions bring total 
church membership in the U.S. to 85,- 
705,280, a record-breaking 55.9 per cent 
of the country’s population. Although 
population grew 1.67 per cent during this

period, the increase in church member- 
ship was 3.56 per cent or nearly twice as 
great. 

Protestants showed a net gain of 1,409,- 
045 or an increase of 2.89 per cent over 
1949, and Catholics a gain of 859,784 or 
3.1 per cent, although the survey points 
out that Catholic figures include all those 
baptized rather than adult members as 
do most Protestant denominations. No 
new Jewish figures are available. 

An all-time high of 278,479 congrega- 
tions is also reported by Christian Her- 
ald. This represents a net increase of 
3,214, a little better than half the num- 
ber of new congregations reported last 
year. The overwhelming majority of new 
congregations are Protestant.

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Growing Pains 

During the five years since the end of 
World War II, $775,000,000 worth of reli- 
gious buildings of all types has been con- 
structed, according to a survey recently 
made by Newsweek. This building activ- 
ity reflects growing church rolls, which 
have climbed to an all-time high. 

In the period January through April 
1951, Protestants, Catholics, and Jews 
completed churches and synagogues cost- 
ing $100,378,000. Although shortages are 
slowing the pace somewhat, Protestants 
alone are building, or planning to build, 
structures valued at $1,000,000,000. 


As They See Cohen 


Three interesting views of crime and 
the criminal are in the news following 
sentence of gambler Mickey Cohen to five 
years in jail plus a $19,000 fine for income 
tax evasion. 

“You’re not as bad as you have been 
pictured,” said Federal Judge Benjamin 
Harrison as he sentenced the gambler. 
“Perhaps more of us would be gamblers 
if we’d been as lucky as you have.” 

Senator Estes Kefauver, chairman of 
the Senate Crime Investigation Commit- 
tee, expressed vigorous disagreement, de- 
claring that Cohen should have been 
given a heavier sentence “instead of a 
pat on the back.” 

Dr. Billy Graham went on record with 
still another view. “I am praying that 
after Mickey Cohen has paid his debt to 
society,” he said, “he will give his heart 
and life to Christ.” 


Gospel for Prisoners 

Reports of Youth for Christ meetings 
in Communist prisoner-of-war camps 
near Korea were given at the organiza- 
tion’s fourth World Congress on Evan- 
gelism at Winona Lake, Ind. David E. 
Morken, Far East vice-president, told of 
meetings attracting crowds as high as 
8,000. Dr. Robert A. Pierce of Portland, 
Ore., conducted the services. Under 
guidance of imprisoned North Korean 
pastors, fifteen Bible institutes are func- 
tioning in the camps, Morken said. 

Youth for Christ International has 
adopted a record budget of $765,500 for 
1951-52. Dr. Robert A. Cook was re- 
elected president. 


The Missionary View 

On the foreign missions front, a third 
international missionary convention is 
being planned for college students by 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship and 
the Student Foreign Missions Fellowship. 
The convention will be held at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Urbana, Ill., December 
27-31. 

Among the speakers are Dr. Samuel 
M. Zwemer of Moslem missions; Bishop 
John Subhan of India; Dr. Eugene Nida, 
director of Wycliffe translators; and Paul 
J. Lindell, general director of World Mis- 
sionary League, Inc. More than 150 mis- 
sion boards have been invited to send 
missionary representatives. 

The convention is designed “to help 
Christian students face and act upon 
their missionary responsibility,” and to 
help those going to the field actually to 
“get out and—in some degree—to prepare 
them,” according to Wesley L. Gustafson, 
missionary secretary of the group.

To Show "Warmongers" 

Some 300,000 Protestants from both 
Eastern and Western zones of Germany 
brushed aside the Iron Curtain to con- 
verge in Berlin for a five-day religious 
rally, the largest since the war. Dr. 
Thadden-Trieglaff, prominent evangelical 
lay leader and instigator of the church 
day, emphasized that the meeting would 
“keep clear of all political provocation.” 
The Soviet Press called the meeting a 
gathering of Christians “who wish to 
demonstrate their will for peace and all- 
German unity ta the imperialist war- 
mongers.” 

Other world highlights include: 

HUNGARY—After two years’ refusal, 
Hungary’s Roman Catholic bishops have 
taken an oath of allegiance to the Com- 
munist “People’s Republic.” A govern- 
ment decree issued in October, 1949, re- 
quired everyone on the government pay- 
roll to take the loyalty oath. The lower 
Catholic clergy, which receives a stipend 
from the government, took the oath, but 
the bishops had previously refused. Eight 
bishops and their assistants together with 
the heads of the four remaining religious 
orders took part in the ceremony. 

YUGOSLAVIA—An offer to free Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinace, provided he 
would leave the country, has been re- 
fused, according to Vatican sources. The 
archbishop has served five years of a six- 
teen-year term for what the Communist- 
controlled Yugoslav government called 
“treason and collaboration with the 
Nazis.” 

ITALY—While waiting for the Iron 
Curtain to lift, a group of Jesuit priests 
known as “Russipeti of Jesus” is quietly 
preparing to return to Russia to work in 
the interest of the Catholic Church. 
Housed in a modest building in Rome’s 
Piazza of Jesus, they refuse to discuss 
details of the organization. According to 
a United Press dispatch, however, mem- 
bers of the group go out into the world 
after finishing a special training course, 
but must keep themselves proficient in 
the special subjects and languages they 
have studied. 

The name “Russipeti’” is derived from 
the Latin Potere Rusiam and means 
“those who want to return to Russia.” 

LEBANON—A total of approximately 
750,000 Arab refugees, or about 150,000 
families, are still without prospect of a 
livelihood and home, following displace- 
ment by the creation of the new state of 
Israel. Plans are under way for reset- 
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tling and re-establishing as many as pos- 
sible of these displaced persons under a 
United Nations program. 

KOREA—Many of the Chinese Com- 
munist prisoners-of-war held by United 
Nations forces are hearing the gospel and 
making profession of faith in Christ, ac- 
cording to Dr. John A. Abernathy, vet- 
eran Southern Baptist missionary to 
China. Preaching to more than 300 
wounded prisoners in a quonset hut, Dr. 
Abernathy said that at least forty indi- 
cated their desire to become Christians. 
The missionary added that nearly all 
reported they had been either captured 
while fighting in the Nationalist Army 
or drafted outright. Many were only six- 
teen or seventeen years old and most 
were badly wounded. 

FORMOSA—Plans to distribute at least 
a million Chinese Gospels and Testa- 
ments in Formosa are being made by the 
Pocket Testament League, following an 
invitation to the organization by Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. The Gen- 
eral commended the league’s staff to 
civilian and military authorities of For- 
mosa in a letter. 

In a recent testimony, the General 
wrote of his own faith in Christ: “Jesus 
Christ our Redeemer gave His life and 
shed His blood to save those who believe 
in Him. His righteousness exalts the na- 
tion .. . His love covers all sins; all those 
who believe in Him shall have eternal 
life.”

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THE LAND PROMISED TO ABRAHAM 

I wouid appreciate your opinion on 
the following: Scofield says Genesis 
15:18 still remains to be fulfilled. 
Matthew Henry says it was fulfilled in 
Solomon’s time, quoting I Kings 4:21; 
Il Chronicles 9:26. 

Seventh-day Adventists claim in a tract 
that Daniel 2:40-43 was fulfilled just 
before the birth of Christ—that there 
were ten divisions of the Roman Empire 
then.—M. F. W., New Orleans, La. 

Much depends on systems of interpre- 
tation in the understanding of the Scrip- 
tures as to whether Genesis 15:18 has al- 
ready been fulfilled. Matthew Henry was 
one of those who spiritualized or rather 
phantomized the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures and saw all the promises to Israel 
realized only in the Church, with no fu- 
ture for a national Israel on its own soil 
again in the land of promise. The last 
few years especially furnish solid proof 
of the error of such views. 

It is true that there was a fulfilling of 
Genesis 15:18 in Solomon’s time, but it 
did not last very long and the kingdom 
disappeared altogether. Matthew Henry 
and others overlook the fact that in Gen- 
esis 17:8 this land was promised as an 
“everlasting possession” followed by the 
words “and I will be their God.” It is a 
disparagement of such a great and sol- 
emn promise given in terms of “everlast- 
ing possession” that it should apparently 
fail so soon and so ignominously if real- 
ized only in Solomon. And the very fact 
that Solomon’s reign is typical of a glori- 
ous reign of Christ supports the view that 
there must be a fuller and abiding reali- 
zation of the promise for Israel also. 

Seventh-day Adventists, as well as oth- 
ers, adopt the so-called historical inter- 
pretation of the books of Revelation and 
Daniel, on the basis of their “year-for-a- 
day” theory. They claim that the various 
judgments and events mentioned have 
already been fulfilied. This must fit their 
claim of an alleged return of Christ in 
1844. Since they claim to be the 144,000 
the elect mentioned in Revelation 7 and 
14, they cannot entertain the view of a 
future for Israel. 

As for the kingdom mentioned in Dan- 
iel 2:40-43 having its fulfillment in an 
alleged tenfold division of Rome before 
the first coming of Christ, there is cer-

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tainly no convincing support of this in 
history, and it does not offer a satisfac- 
tory explanation of verses 44 and 45, 
which describe a final kingdom set up by 
the God of heaven. This has not been set 
up yet. Furthermore, it is said to be set 
up (v. 45) as a stone that breaks in pieces 
the kingdoms and powers of this world. 
That suggests great violence, judgment, 
overthrow. This is what the Lord Jesus 
will yet do when He comes in great power 
and glory to reign.

THE WOMAN OF REVELATION 12:17 

What is your interpretation of Revela- 
tion 12:17? Seventh-day Adventists here 
say that it refers to the last true Church 
made up of commandment-keeping peo- 
ple; that it has no reference to any 
particular nation or people, certainly not 
to the Jewish people. They claim to be 
this true Church. I have always believed 
it referred to a Jewish remnant.—R.L.L., 
Grand Rapids. Mich. 

When Seventh-day Adventists speak of 
“commandment-keeping people,” they re- 
fer particularly to their claim that it is 
necessary to keep the seventh day (Sat- 
urday) as a day of rest. Apart from being 
in error in this, they are totally in error, 
in their implication that salvation de- 
pends on this sort of commandment- 
keeping (Eph. 2:8, 9; Titus 3:5). This 
alone refutes their claim to be the true 
Church even if that were referred to in 
Revelation 12:17. 

The imagery of this chapter is sufficient 
to strongly suggest the nation Israel. The 
child of verse 5, who is “to rule all na- 
tions with a rod of iron” and “was 
caught up unto God, and to his throne,” 
can be none other than Jesus Christ (Ps. 
2:9; Rev. 19:15, 16; Acts 7:56). In that 
case, the woman can only be “the daugh- 
ter of Zion” or the Jewish nation. Christ 
was “made of a woman, made under the 
law” (Gal. 4:4, 5), and He took on Him 
the seed of Abraham (Heb. 2:16; Rom. 
9: 4,5). 

The name Michael (12:7) is also strong- 
ly suggestive of the nation Israel. All 
through the Scriptures, he is spoken of 
in special relation to Israel. In Daniel 
10:21 he is “Michael your prince.” In 
Daniel 12:1 he is “Michel . . . the great 
prince which standeth for the children of 
thy people.” And Daniel speaks particu- 
larly of Michael in this verse and chapter 
in connection with an unprecedented 
time of trouble for his people in the “last 
days.” This is certainly the theme of 
Revelation 12 also. 


The 1260 days of verse 6 are also the 
same period of time spoken of in verse 
14 and Daniel 12:7, as the time of Israel’s 
great tribulation. It can certainly mean 
nothing else than that in Daniel. Sev- 
enth-day Adventism is compelled to re- 
sort to the unscriptural and untenable 
interpretation of these days as years in- 
stead of literal days to attempt to support 
its claim of Christ’s return in 1844; 
whether to this earth as first claimed, or 
when that failed to materialize, to a sup- 
posed heavenly sanctuary, makes no dif- 
ference. It is the starting point and basis 
of a reckoning whose purpose is to sup- 
port their claim of being the true Church, 
which must of necessity exclude a na- 
tional Israel. Many errors could be point- 
ed out in their reckoning as it concerns 
Daniel 9:27; Nehemiah 2:1-8. All must 
be fitted to the year 1844. 

Apart from this, that system of inter- 
pretation of Revelation which relegates 
this chapter to history is hopelessly at 
variance as to historical events referred 
to, and unconvincing. 

The “dragon” has ever sought to de- 
stroy the Jewish nation. In his great 
wrath at being cast down from his do- 
minion (v. 12) he again persecutes the 
woman who brought forth that Seed, the 
Man Child, who was to crush him (Gen. 
3:15) and who is to reign over the house 
of Jacob forever (Luke 1:33). And how 
strikingly the description of the woman 
in 12:1, in terms of sun, moon and twelve 
stars, reminds us of the house of Jacob 
(Gen. 37:9). : 

God through the years has enabled the 
Jews as a nation to survive the onslaughts 
of Satan and has protected them from 
the flood of his wrath (vv. 15, 16; Exod. 
15:12). The two wings of a great eagle 
given to the woman (v. 14) is strongly 
reminiscent of Exodus 19:4 and Deuter- 
onomy 32:11. So God also will deal with 
His ancient people in this time of their 
great and final tribulation out of which 
will come that godly remnant, the “all 
Israel” of Romans 11:26 who shall be 
saved when the Deliverer comes out of 
Zion to turn away “ungodliness from 
Jacob” and “to take away their sins.”

EASTER AND THE JEWS 

I have read in a reliable publication 
that at the Council of Nicea, the date of 
Easter was fixed so that it could not 
coincide with the Jewish Passover. This 
seems to me a shameful attitude. These 
dates should be as close together as 
possible. What is your opinion regarding

It is quite true that the date of Easter 
was changed so as not to coincide with 
the Jewish Passover. For many years 
Jewish Christians had celebrated the 
death of Christ as a Passover festival. 
This was especially the case in Palestine 
where the first fifteen bishops of the 
Church had been Jewish Christians. 

But the first great Church council of 
which history takes note, the Council of 
Nicea, A.D. 325, made a complete break 
with Jewry in many ways. Easter became 
fixed so as not to coincide with the Jewish 
Passover. The Roman emperor Constan- 
tine, who had merged Church and State, 
expressed himself as desiring to have 
nothing in common with “the hated 
Jews.” “We want to be free,” said he, 
“from any association with this people.” 
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No doubt some bishops supported this at- 
titude. And it grew in intensity in the 
so-called Church itself to the “shame of 
Christendom.” 

Good Friday and Easter became to the 
Jews a time of humiliation and suffering 
at the hands of the Church for many cen- 
turies, continuing in some lands even to 
the late nineteenth century. Thus the 
recognized Church lost its testimony to 
the Jews, and provoked in them only bit- 
terness and perplexity.

cial dealings with Israel in times past 
will also be revived. When we take into 
consideration what is happening right 
now in such countries as Iraq, Iran, and 
Egypt, we may well wonder if the time 
for such revival is drawing near. 


IV 


But in Matthew and Mark we get that 
which has to do more particularly with 
the Messiah. We have already seen that 
He is “the Branch.” And in the putting 
forth of leaves, we believe we can see a 
revival of the Messianic hope, rather 
than the national revivals spoken of by 
Luke. It may well be that the latter will 
precede the former. But we need to dis- 
tinguish very carefully between that 
which is purely political, and that which 
is spiritual. 

No doubt there are some Jews even 
now who are looking for the Messiah, but 
as a nation Israel does not look for Him. 
This is indicated in a news report of a 
conversation with one of the leading 
Jewish rabbis in the Chicago area (Dr. 
Edgar E. Siskin, of the North Shore 
Congregation Israel). According to that 
report, “Reform Judaism does not be- 
lieve in a coming Messiah, but looks for- 
ward to a Messianic age when human- 
kind will turn from materialism to spir- 
ituality, love of God and love of all God’s 
children” (The Chicago Daily News, No- 
vember 13, 1950). 

The present revival of nationalism in 
Israel is not a revival of the Messianic 
hope. Therefore it cannot be looked upon 
as a fulfillment of Matthew 24:32. But 
it might well lead up to it. And that is 
what is so interesting to us now. 

The recent publication of English 
translations of the Old Testament by and 
for Jews especially, may be another in- 
dication that the spiritual revival is not 
far off. Scripture tells us that “blind- 
ness in part is happened to Israel, until 
the fullness of the Gentiles be come in” 
(Rom. 11:25). 

If, as some of us believe, there are in- 
dications that “the fullness of the Gen- 
tiles,” that is, the complete number of 
the Gentiles to be saved, may come in at 
any time, then it will not be long before 
“all Israel shall be saved: as it is writ- 
ten, There shall come out of Sion the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodli- 
ness from Jacob” (Rom. 11:26). Then 
we shall know that summer (the millen- 
nium) is nigh. The winter (tribulation) 
will have passed and “the time of singing 
come.” Then the fig tree will put forth 
her green figs, and the vines with the 
tender grapes will again “give a good 
smell” (Song of Sol. 2:11-13). 
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In fulfilling the Master’s command to 
make disciples, let the strong evangelical 
appeal and deep spiritual power of

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It is when all of, these things come to 
pass that it will be known “that it is 
near, even at the doors.” According to 
the marginal reading in some editions of 
the Bible, this should read, “He is near.” 
Our Lord, however, had just spoken of 
the way in which they might know that 
summer is nigh. Therefore it seems 
more natural to look upon this as a ref- 
erence to the time, or season. 

It will be remembered that Christ’s 
disciples asked Him to tell them when 
these things would come to pass (Matt. 
24:3). Among those “things” was His 
prediction that they, that is, the nation 
as a whole, would not see Him again 
until they should say, “Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord” (Matt. 
23:39). In view of this, it may well be 
that we have here one of those designed 
ambiguities of Scripture. Thus it may 
mean that “it [the season] is near,” and 
“He is near.” These statements are not 
contradictory, they are coalescent. 

Vv 

In direct connection with this, the Lord 
makes a statement concerning the nation 
of Israel itself which is most heartening. 
Taking into account the devastating ef- 
fects of the Great Tribulation, we may 
well wonder if a small nation like Israel 
could possibly survive it. It is true that 
all through the centuries they have sur- 
vived persecution such as no other people 
has had to endure. And they have also 
resisted amalgamation with other peo- 
ples. But this will be different. And it 
is on this account that the Lord says, 
“Verily I say unto you, This generation 
shall not pass, till all these things be 
fulfilled” (v. 34). It is a matter of rec- 
ord that all attempts to exterminate 
them have failed. That generation, or 
race, is still with us. 

But these words have also been taken 
to mean that “the very generation that 
sees the beginning of these things will 
see the end” (F. W. Grant). In other 
words, these events will take place with 
such rapidity that all will be accom- 
plished within one generation. And since 
a generation is generally reckoned to be

about thirty years, that could easily be. 
In fact, it should not take even that long. 
And since this does not contradict the 
other view, it is quite possible that both 
meanings are included. 

And the One who made this prediction 
says, “Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but my words shall not pass away” (v.35). 
What He says has more permanence than 
creation itself. “Forever, O Lord, thy 
word is settled in heaven” (Ps. 119:89). 
What a privilege to see it fulfilled!

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MORE ABOUT 
TWO CONTRASTED WORDS 

N ROMANS 12:2 we have “conformed,” 
| the translation of owoynyatifw (sun- 
schématiz6), and “transformed,” the 
rendering Of erayopddoouac  (metamor- 
phoomai). The first word speaks of the 
outward expression one gives, that ex- 
pression not coming from nor being rep- 
resentative of one’s inner being, an 
expression assumed from without, and 
patterned after a certain thing. The con- 
struction is that of the present impera- 
tive with the negative yy (mé), which 
forbids the continuance of an action al- 
ready going on. 

The expanded translation reads: “Stop 
assuming an outward expression which 
does not come from within, nor is it rep- 
resentative of your inner nature, an ex- 
pression patterned after this age.” 

These saints to whom Paul was writing 
were not allowing the indwelling Lord 
Jesus to be seen in their lives. Indeed, 
their dress, habits, speech expressions, 
manners, all spoke of the world out of 
which God had saved them. They were 
masquerading in the garments of the 
world. They would give out the gospel to 
the unsaved, and the latter would say 
to them, “The worldliness of your ap- 
pearance nullifies the gospel you preach.” 
And so it is today. God says to the 
saints, “Stop masquerading in the trap- 
pings of the world.” 

But instead, “Be ye transformed.” The 
word is the second one we mentioned 
above. It refers to the act of changing 
one’s outward expression by giving ex- 
pression to a different kind of expression 
coming from within our inner nature, 
and being truly representative of it. The 
saint before he was saved, gave outward 
expression of his totally depraved nature. 
Now he is exhorted to change that ex- 
pression for another, one that comes 
from his new nature, the divine nature 
given him when he was regenerated. This 
expression would come from and be a 
true picture of his inner being as a Chris- 
tian “by the renewing” of his mind. 

“Renewing” is dvaxaivwors (anakaino- 
sis), which Trench defines as “the grad- 
ual conforming of the man more and 
more to that spiritual world into which 
he has been introduced, and in which he 
now lives and moves; the restoration of 
the divine image effected by the Holy 
Spirit in the yielded saint who co-oper- 
ates with Him in His work of progressive 
sanctification. 

This is what Paul is referring to when 
he speaks of Christ being formed in the 
Galatian Christians (Gal. 4:19). The 
word is popddouac (morphoomai), speak- 
ing here of the outward expression of the 
Lord Jesus produced by the Holy Spirit 
in the life of the saint. The same word 
is used in Matthew 17:2 and translated 
“transfigured.” Thus we speak of trans- 
figured saints.

Good Will Among Churches 
Acts 11:27-30; 15:1, 2, 22, 23, 28-31; 
ll Corinthians 9:1-5 

MEMORY SELECTION: He that is not 
against you is for you.—Luke 9:50, A.S.V. 


The whole subject of the basis of fel- 
lowship and co-operation among Chris- 
tians and churches is very much at point 
these days. The Word of God surely 
teaches that there are some matters on 
which every man should be fully assured 
in his own mind (Rom. 14:5). We must 
allow for differences of conviction on 
matters not specifically legislated on in 
the Word of God. These might include 
church polity and forms of worship. In- 
deed, we should allow for some differ- 
ence in matters not essential to salvation. 

However, in our judgment, certain 
basic truths must be held if we are to 
have true fellowship and fruitful co-op- 
eration. Among these truths are the doc- 
trines concerning the Trinity, our Lord’s 
deity, His virgin birth, His holy life, His 
sacrificial death, His bodily resurrection 
and His personal return. There should 
also be emphasis on the inspiration and 
consequent inerrancy of the Word of 
God; some agreement as to God’s de- 
mands concerning holy living, and be- 
lief in the doctrines of heaven and hell. 

It behooves us to watch any move- 
ment which accepts the least common 
denominator of doctrine so as to include 
almost anybody. These doctrinal beliefs 
are tests, and we should see to it that 
they are applied. 

Interestingly enough, the lesson com- 
mittee has chosen Luke 9:50 as the mem- 
ory selection. Let us be careful in using 
this passage. Remember it was used of 
an individual who cast out demons in the 
Lord’s name. In other words, he was a 
brother in Christ. There is another pas- 
sage in this same Gospel which says, “He 
that is not with me is against me” (Luke 
11:23). The important thing then is 
whether a man is with Christ or not. If 
he is with Christ, he is also with us; if 
he is against Christ, he is against us. 


1, Christian Beneficence (Acts 11:27- 
30; II Cor. 9:1-5) 

One of the encouraging signs in the 
early Church was the Christians’ sense 
of responsibility to their brotherhood in 
Christ. How refreshing to read that when 
they realized there was going to be a 
famine, they immediately determined to 
send relief to their brethren in Judea. 
Their gift was all the greater in view of 
the prediction that it would be “a great 
famine over all the world.” Despite the 
fact that they also would be affected, 
they were willing to share what they had. 

The passage in II Corinthians 9 pre- 
sents something of Paul’s teaching con- 
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cerning giving. Very diplomatically he 
reminds the Corinthians of their willing- 
ness to give, and of the fact that he had 
spoken of their generosity to the Mace- 
donians, who themselves were very gen- 
erous (II Cor. 8:1-5; Phil. 4:15, 16). 
Paul’s purpose was that the Corinthians 
might make good their offer, “lest by any 
means, if there come with me any of 
Macedonia and find you unprepared, we 
(that we say not, ye) should be put to 
shame in this confidence” (v. 4). 

Notice that this giving was to be “of 
bounty, and not of extortion” (v. 5). God 
always wants us to give liberally without 
constraint, coercion or force. Only such 
gifts, given out of hearts of love, have 
genuine value in His sight. 


II. Christian Doctrine (Acts 15:1, 2, 
22, 23, 28-31) 

The early Christians were concerned 
not only with the physical needs of their 
brethren, but also as to the doctrinal 
purity of the Church. When, for exam- 
ple, men came down from Judea to An- 
tioch and taught that it was necessary 
to be circumcised after the custom of 
Moses in order to be saved, Paul and 
Barnabas immediately disputed the 
teaching. When it was evident that a 
solution beyond that which it was pos- 
sible to have in Antioch was necessary, 
Paul and Barnabus and certain others 
went to Jerusalem. 


A council was held in Jerusalem at 
which were gathered the apostles and 
elders (v. 6). Peter spoke, reminding the 
assembly how God had chosen him to 
give the gospel to the Gentiles first of all 
(cf. Acts 10), and how God had made no 
distinction between the Gentiles and 
Jews, but gave the Gentiles the Holy 
Spirit even as He had to believing Jews. 
Then Paul and Barnabus told of what 
God had done among the Gentiles 
through them. After that report, James 
gave the verdict (vv. 13-21). 


Certain chosen men, along with Paul 
and Barnabus, went to Antioch to pre- 
sent the report of the Jerusalem con- 
ference (vv. 28-31). Perhaps the out- 
standing item to emphasize here is their 
submission to the Word of God so far as 
the findings of the conference were con- 
cerned. Notice James’ reference to Amos. 
That prophecy gave the foundation for 
his verdict. Since it was true that God’s 
purpose now is to take out from among 
the Gentiles a people for His name, and 
that His purposes for Israel have tem- 
porarily been set aside, it was evident 
that it was not necessary for these Gen- 
tile Christians to keep the ceremonial 
laws of Israel. In other words, in mat- 
ters of doctrinal controversy, these early 
Christians had recourse to the Scriptures. 
And matters today also should thus be 
settled. “To the law and to the testimony: 
if they speak not according to this word, 
it is because there is no light in them” 
(Isa. 8:20). 


September 23 
World Citizens 
Isaiah 65:17-25; Acts 17:24-28 


MEMORY SELECTION: Have we not all 
one father?—Malachi 2:10, A.S.V. 


This lesson is the first of two which 
have to do with worldwide relationships. 

The memory selection, while undoubt- 
edly referring to our descent from Adam 
and the fact that God created all men, 
nevertheless immediately applies to 
Israel and Israel alone. Notice the em- 
phasis on the relationship of “brother,” 
the reference to “covenant of our fa- 
thers,” “Israel” and “Jerusalem,” and 
“the tents of Jacob.” 

Not for one moment do we deny the 
truth that God is the Creator of all men 
(Acts 17:28), but we do categorically 
deny that God is the Father of all in the 
sense of redemption. We become the chil- 
dren of God in that sense only when we 
have received the Lord Jesus Christ as 
our personal Saviour and Lord. 


I. The Coming Day (Isa. 65:17-25) 


We personally agree with the comment 
of Dr. C. I. Scofield: “Verse 17 looks 
beyond the kingdom age to the new 
heavens and the new earth, but verses 
18-25 describe the kingdom age itself.” 
The mention of death (v. 20) and the 
very clear reference to what is millennial 
(v. 25; cf. Isa. 11:6-9) substantiate the 
statement that verses 18-25 have to do 
with the kingdom age rather than the 
new heavens and the new earth which 
take us to the future eternity. Verse 17 
parallels II Peter 3:10, 13, and Revela- 
tion 21:1. 

So far as the chronological sequence is 
concerned, it would seem that after the 
millennial reign of our Lord and the in- 
surrection of Satan (Rev. 20:6-10), fol- 
lowed by the dissolution of the present 
heavens and earth, the new heavens and 
the new earth will be set up (II Pet. 
3:12). Peter tells us that righteousness 
will dwell in the new heavens and new 
earth; John pictures them (Rev. 21:1-8). 

Here is a new order in which not only 
all that now molests and detracts and 
hurts and harms will be set aside, but 
the very remembrance of them will be 
no more (v. 17). Here the saints of God 
enter into the fullness of all that He has 
before prepared for them. 

Isaiah 65 further tells of the joy in the 
world when the Lord shall reign (vv. 18, 
19). The longevity of people in that day 
(v. 20), the productivity of the fields and 
erection of buildings are also set before 
us (vv. 21-23). While verse 24 has fulfill- 
ment in our lives on occasion, in the com- 
ing day God’s people will experience the 
primary application of this great word 
concerning prayer. What a wonderful 
world it will be when our blessed Lord 
reigns (v. 25). 

God’s blessing on Jerusalem, and con- 
sequently on the world, awaits the return 
of our Lord. It is then that the taber- 
nacle of David will be built and “the re- 
sidue of men” will “seek after the Lord” 
(Acts 15:16, 17). It is then that creation 
itself shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption (Rom. 8:21). The inhab- 
itants of Zion and of Jerusalem will 
rejoice in the day when it can be said, 
“Behold, your God! Behold, the Lord 
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Jehovah will come as a mighty one, and 
his arm will rule for him” (Isa. 40:9, 10). 

Such passages as Isaiah 60:1-3, 9; 
62:1-5; Zechariah 14:17 will have fulfill- 
ment when He returns. Remember that 
the prophecy of Isaiah 11:6-9 occurs in 
a day when “the Lord will set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people” (v. 11). What we 
see in Israel today may be the beginning 
of .hat which will be completed at the 
time of His return. 


II. God and the Nations (Acts 17:24- 


28) 
In this very wonderful passage of 
Scripture, the Lord is presented as 


as Lord (v. 24), as Sus- 
and 


Creator (v. 24), 
tainer (v. 25), as Governor (v. 26), 
as absolutely supreme (v. 28). 

He is supreme because man is utterly 
dependent upon Him, for “in him we live, 
and move, and have our being.” Though 
this is true, He is not dependent upon 
man in any sense, for “neither is he 
served by men’s hands, as though he 
needed anything, seeing he himself giv- 
eth to all life, and breath, and all things.” 
Notice the scripture does not say that He 
is not served by men’s hands; He is not 
served by men’s hands as though He 
needed anything. After all, by the grace 
of God it is given to us who love the 
Lord and are yielded to Him to be used 
of the Holy Ghost in ministry. 

It is also interesting to note, and I 
think very important to remember, that 
God has placed “every nation of men to 
dwell on all the face of the earth, having 
determined their appointed seasons and 
the bounds of their habitation.” God has 
something to do with the placing of the 
nations precisely where they are, and has 
in His divine purpose indicated the peri- 
ods of time in which kingdoms will wax 
and wane. Oh, that we would take this 
truth in our minds and hearts and be 
calm! 

However, the most interesting thing to 
me is that God’s dealing with the nations 
and being the sovereign Ruler is all for 
the purpose of exhibiting His grace. Do 
not miss the implication of verse 27. God 
has determined the seasons and set the 
bounds of the nations specifically that 
they might have opportunity to find Him. 
What a wonderful and gracious God He 
is. Only as adamantly and in self-suffi- 
ciency we turn our backs upon the things 
of God, do we divorce ourselves from His 
loving offer. 

The quotation in verse 28 can be traced 
to Aratus and probably, at least in 
thought, to Cleanthes. Of course this 
doesn’t mean that the words of these 
poets were inspired; it simply means that 
they uttered a truth which Paul lays hold 
of and indicates is the truth, namely, 
that all men are the offspring of God. 
This is a far cry from maintaining that 
all men are actually the sons of God 
irrespective of faith in the Lord Jesus 
(cf. John 1:12; Eph. 2:3). 
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Into All the World 
Romans 15:14-29 
MEMORY SELECTION: I am _ not 
ashamed of the gospel: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth—Romans 1:16, A.S.V. 
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While it is true that we learn many 
lessons during our earthly pilgrimage, 
and while the Spirit of God works in our 
hearts to make us more like the Lord 
Jesus Christ, God’s primary purpose for 
leaving us on earth after we are saved is 
that we may be witnesses to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The missionary program is 
therefore of tremendous importance. No 
child of God can possibly enter into heart 
fellowship with the Lord and not recog- 
nize something of the yearning of His 
heart for the other sheep which are not 
of this flock. 

The closer we draw to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the more we sense the desperate 
condition of men without Christ and our 
deep responsibility to reach them for 
Him, even to the ends of the earth. A 
Christian who is not missionary minded 
is a contradiction in terms.

I. Commissioned to the Ministry 
(Rom. 15:14-17) 

In these verses Paul is emphasizing the 
fact that he was called of God to be a 
minister to the Gentiles (v. 16). Passages 
like 1:5, 6, 13-15; 15:15-21, along with the 
entire section of Romans 9-11, presup- 
pose that many Gentiles were present in 
the church in Rome, although undoubt- 
edly there were other Christians of Jew- 
ish background (cf. Rom. 2:17; 4:1; 7:1; 
14). 

Notice the emphasis in verses 15 and 
16, on the fact that Paul was a minister 
of Christ Jesus unto the Gentiles, that 
he ministered the gospel of God, and that 
the purpose of this ministry was that 
“the offering up of the Gentiles might be 
made acceptable, being sanctified by the 
Holy Spirit” (v. 16 ). In other words, this : a oe 
was not a ministry that Paul took on him- gag hoon 
self, nor a ministry that involved proc- 
lamation of information about himself, 
or even about the ancient people of God.

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tianity in the beginning. With the whole 
of the Word of God in our hands and in 
our hearts, and with the working of the 
Spirit of God with those who are unsaved 
as well as in those who are saved, there 
are abundant miraculous evidences of the 
genuineness of any ministry. 


Ill. Extent of the Ministry (Rom. 
15:19b-29) 

Two phrases in this passage should re- 
ceive emphasis: “fully preached” (v. 19), 
and “not where Christ was already 
named” (v. 20). Paul could honestly say 
that he shrank not from declaring the 
whole counsel of God and was therefore 
pure from the blood of all men (Acts 
20:26, 27). Self-complacency, laziness, 
desire for personal aggrandizement, the 
love of comfort and ease never held back 
the apostle. 

Paul’s abandonment to the will of God 
is seen further in his desire to take the 
gospel where Christ was not named. Here 
indeed was a pioneer, an intrepid soldier 
of the cross, a warrior who would allow 
nothing to stand between him and all 
the will of God for him. What a glorious 
example and what a wonderful illustra- 
tion! That call which Paul met and an- 
swered so gloriously is still God’s call; 
God still awaits soldiers who fear not 
discipline and who love the Lord more 
than anyone or anything else.

Abraham. a Pioneer for 
God 
Genesis 12:1-9; 13:14-17 
MEMORY SELECTION: He looked for 
the city which hath the foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God.— 

Hebrews 11:10, A.S.V. 


The lessons of this quarter have to do 
with the beginnings of the Hebrew na- 
tion. The individuals for study lived in 
the period from the call of Abram to the 
close of Joshua’s life. 

Abraham is, of course, the father of the 
Hebrew nation. How wonderful that out 
of the darkness and superstition of the 
heathenism of Ur of the Chaldees, God 
called this man Abram. Even though a 
whole city or a whole nation may be 
given over to idolatry, that is no excuse. 
Abram is an answer to those who would 
hide behind the sinful example of their 
fellow citizens. 

God called Abram out from Ur to go 
to the land of promise, and he obediently 
responded. While there were occasions 
when he stepped aside from the good 
and acceptable and perfect will of God, 
nevertheless on the whole his life was 
one of devotion to the Lord. Indeed, as 
the friend of God, a man who walked 
with God, he sets an example before us 
that even we with all the brilliant light 
of the full revelation of God’s Word shall 
do well to follow. 


I. The Divine Call (Gen. 12:1-3) 

There are two elements in the divine 
call: one has to do with separation (v. 1) 
and the other with the promise of God in 
response to obedience (vv. 2, 3). 

In Genesis 11:27-32 we have the his- 
torical record of Abram’s leaving Ur to 
go to Canaan. Acts 7:2, 3 indicates that 
God spoke to him while he was still in 
Ur. The Authorized Version uses the- 
auxiliary word “had” in connection with 
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the address of God to Abram (Gen. 
12:1-3). Apparently Abram had gone 
part way when he got as far as Haran. 
It was not until Terah (which inciden- 
tally means delay) died, that Abram re- 
sponded fully to God’s call. 

Abram’s separation from his country, 
from his kindred, from his father’s house 
and his going to “the land that I will 
show thee” was followed by a seven-fold 
promise. God said: 

“I will make of thee a great nation.” 
. “T will bless thee.” 

“T will ... make thy name great.” 
“Be thou a blessing.” 

“I will bless them that bless thee.” 
“Him that curseth thee will I curse.” 
“In thee shall all the families of 
the earth be blessed.” 

How abundantly God has fulfilled all 
of these promises needs but a passing 
observation. God has made of Abraham 
a great nation, He blessed Abraham, He 
has made his name great, He made him 
a blessing. It is still true that the ones 
who bless Abraham and his posterity 
have the blessing of God, and those that 
curse Abraham and his posterity have 
the judgment of God; and beyond all 
peradventure of a doubt, God has blessed 
the earth through Abraham in that our 
blessed Lord came as a son of Abraham 
(Matt. 1:1). 


II. Human Response (Gen. 12:4-9) 

In answer to the divine call Abraham 
responded first of all in leaving Ur and 
then later in leaving Haran. We see the 
confidence of his faith (v. 4), the obedi- 
ence of his faith (v. 5), the influence of 
his faith (v. 6), the confession of his 
faith (v. 7), and the endurance of his 
faith (vv. 8, 9). 


Ill. The Divine Promise (Gen, 13: 


14-17) 
In a time of famine, Abram deserted 


the promised land and went to Egypt. 
After he returned, the herdsmen of Lot 
and of Abram came into conflict. Abra- 
ham gave Lot first choice as to the local- 
ity he would take, and selfishly and 
greedily Lot selected the fertile plain of 
the Jordan. Undoubtedly he had in mind 
not only the place best suited for grazing 
his cattle, but the nearness of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Alas, to his undoing, he 
was selfish and worldly. 

Perhaps we are moved to feel sorry for 
Abram, and certainly there is no ex- 
tenuation of Lot’s choice. On the other 
hand, the kind of land Abram had would 
make him lean the harder upon God, and 
furthermore, it separated him from the 
wicked cities of the plains. It would 
seem, however, that Abram was a bit 
disconsolate and discouraged because of 
Lot’s choice, for the Lord said, “Lift up 
now thine eyes, and look (v. 14). God’s 
promise was still to Abraham and not 
to Lot! God therefore tells him to look 
as far as he can, north, south, east and 
west, and promises, “All the land which 
thou seest, to thee will I give it, and to 
thy seed forever.” The covenant involves 
not only the land, however, but a pos- 
terity as well (v. 16). 

God’s word to Abram was, “Arise, walk 
through the land in the length of it and 
in the breadth of it; for unto thee will 
I give it” (v. 17). It is almost as though 
God were saying to Abram, this is your 
land; it is My purpose that you shall 
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have it, but it is necessary for you to 
occupy it. Only as the soles of your feet 
actually tread upon this land will My 
purpose to make it yours be realized. 

Once again we see something of 
Abram’s love for God and his willingness 
to identify himself with Jehovah, for 
when he came to Hebron he “built there 
an altar unto Jehovah.” Here was a man 
who was a pilgrim, with no continuing 
city, but to whom God promised land; 
and wherever he went he worshiped God 
(Heb. 11:9, 10, A.S.V.).

Jacob Receives the Promise 
Genesis 28:10-22 


MEMORY SELECTION: Behold, I am 
with thee, and will keep thee whitherso- 
ever thou goest—Genesis 28:15, A.S.V. 


In this series of lessons we pass by 
Isaac, who seems to have little of the 
originality and drive of Abraham. While 
many wonderful lessons may be learned 
from his life, he does not occupy so large 
a place as either Abraham or Jacob. The 
power of example in his life should not 
be forgotten, however, for in the very 
places that Abraham failed by leaving 
the land of promise, Isaac also failed. It 
behooves those of us who are fathers to 
be very careful about the example we set 
for our children. 

Poor Isaac seemed utterly unable to 
cope with the sad situation in his own 
home and the rivalry and competition 
between Esau and Jacob. His problem 
was undoubtedly intensified because of 
Rebekah’s standing with Jacob. 

It was out of this background that 
Jacob came forth. There is much to be 
said against certain attitudes and actions 
of Jacob. On the other hand, we must 
all admit that down underneath there 
was something very genuine and solid 
about him. He was concerned about both 
the birthright and the blessing, and re- 
member there was a spiritual connota- 
tion to each of them. True, he went about 
things in ways that we could not com- 
mend, but he was concerned about spir- 
itual matters. 

Ultimately, when he met God in the 
crisis of his life as to who was going to 
be sovereign, a tremendous change was 
wrought. No man can meet God in an 
experience like Jacob’s (Gen. 32) with- 
out coming off either more adamant of 
spirit and further away from the full will 
of God, or absolutely submissive, wholly 
yielded to the Lord. 


I. “Though Like the Wanderer ... 
My Rest a Stone” (Gen. 28:10, 11) 

Jacob was not the young man that 
many people picture him to be when he 
left home. There is evidence that he was 
seventy-seven years of age. He was no 
mere stripling, setting out to see the 
world. There seems little doubt that had 
the situation in the home been different, 
Jacob would never have left. It was 
Esau’s threat that made him realize the 
necessity for leaving home (Gen. 27:41), 
as well as for the purpose of securing a 
wife (Gen. 28:2). It must indeed have 
been a sad time for both Rebekah and 
Jacob, for there seems to have been a 
very loving relationship between mother 
and son.

room, of the laboratory, of the too-mod- 
ern natural philosophy are trying to tear 
down the religious, the spiritual concepts 
of God, of man, of sin, of Christ, of 
eternity. Our schools have been pagan- 
ized by barring the teaching of the 
Bible. The excuse is that such study pro- 
vokes contention and controversy. Yet 
evolution is taught as an accepted fact, 
when millions of us paying our taxes and 
sending our children to these schools 
flatly, absolutely, controversially deny 
Darwin and all his tribe. 

Where is the justice of refusing to 
teach the Bible because of a vociferous 
minority, when the majority are left to 
whistle in the wind when it comes to the 
promulgation of theories as _ facts, 
guesses as axioms—theories and guesses 
that cut across the very heart of what 
we believe and love? Would to God the 
Christian people of every nation would 
assert themselves and vote and move 
and demand in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ fairness in all these things. 


+ Ir is ours to take the offensive imme- 
diately on all fronts by rallying under the 
banner of Christ. The Church is a mili- 
tant body, a fighting force. It knows no 
spiritual peace and will know peace only 
in the Prince of Peace at His coming. 
A nation may be permitted to be mili- 
tant, perhaps, only in time of war, but 
the Church is always at war, not against 
man or governments or nations, but 
against the world, the flesh and the devil. 

We have learned in this generation 
that war brings unusual conditions and 
calls for drastic plans. Every citizen is 
expected to do his share, and beyond 
his share. In this, the most terrific 
struggle of them all, we too must under- 
take to give the best, the first, the most 
devoted of all that we are and have. 
Every citizen of the colony of heaven do- 
ing his part will hasten the end of this 
struggle against the hordes of evil. 

The cross is our banner. Jesus Christ 
is our Commander in Chief. The Church 
is His army. Our enemies are Satan and 
all the forces of evil wherever they may 
be found. Choose your battle front. 
Throw your ardor into the attack. The 
engagement will do more to draw people 
away from sin than almost anything else 
you can do. In the heat of the fight the 
lesser things will be quickly forgotten. 
It is in the comparative idleness of the 
barracks or the ease of the three-day 
pass and the inactivity of the furlough 
that Satan deals his blows. 

There should be no fear in the heart of 
the child of God except the clean fear 
of the Lord. If the Lord be for us, who 
can be against us? What a victory that 
is in our own hearts to know that all 
there is for us to do is to keep short 
accounts with the Most High. Little else 
matters when the battalions of heaven 
are on our side. 

The fear of the Lord has a clean, ex- 
pulsive power. It is a spiritual purgative. 
It keeps on searching our hearts. It 
gives neither rest nor peace until the 
cleansing tide of Calvary’s blood brings 
us again into right relationship with 
heaven. It urges us on to seek and to do 
the will of Jehovah. It is a motivating 
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force that is closely akin to the utter 
abandonment of the soul and self to the 
love of the Lord. It is the fertile source 
of inspiration to enthusiasm in the holy 
cause, generating power in the bitterest 
conflicts. 

The cavaliers of old England were 
trained fighters. The Puritans were 
people from the commoner walks of life. 
but the Puritans soundly won the day. 
Was not this due to the fact that Crom- 
well’s Ironsides were men who feared 
God? Their time before battle was spent 
in prayer. They charged singing sonor- 
ous psalms. Their echoing watch shout 
was: “The Lord of hosts is with us; the 
God of Jacob is our refuge.” They were 
never defeated. 

Another Englishman in another gen- 
eration in another cause cried out: “Give 
me one hundred men who fear nothing 
but God, who hate nothing but sin, and 
who know nothing but Christ and Him 
crucified, and I will shake the world.” 

There is our cause, our warfare, our 
battle. The Church—not the stone, brick. 
or wood edifice reared by men, but the 
army of men, women and children re- 
deemed by Christ for His possession—is 
in this greatest of all fights. The fierce 
struggle is for the banishment of error 
and ignorance, for the promotion of the 
knowledge of God, for the enthronement 
of the truth. It is ours in the strength 
and power of our Lord to defeat the 
“father of lies” and push toward the uni- 
versal triumph of the King of truth.

grams of good caliber with a limited 
amount of local talent. It is believed that 
if some co-operative arrangements can 
be made, which would be in effect a 
pooling of the talent available to each 
of these stations, it would greatly 
strengthen the whole radio ministry. 
Each station would benefit by the greater 
variety of programs and the improved 
quality, and the better talent would in 
turn have a wider ministry. There are 
other advantages also to be obtained from 
co-operation between the stations, so this 
conference in Quito is likely to be a 
significant one. 


HAWAII. A recently published report 
on the status of Protestant Christianity 
in the Hawaiian Islands emphasizes the 
need for further missionary work here. It 
will be remembered that missionary work 
was begun in the islands early in the past 
century, and that after some initial dif- 
ficulties it enjoyed a period of remark- 
able success. In 1850 it is recorded that 
25 per cent of the population was Prot- 
estant Christian. Some twenty years 
later the pioneer mission in the field, the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, officially withdrew, say- 
ing that its work was finished. Since 
then, however, have come the great 
migrations of workers from the mainland 
and from other countries which have in- 
troduced new pagan elements. Today the 
Protestants are a decided minority. with 
not more than 30,000 out of a population 
of some 485,000. Of some 200 Protestant 
churches it is said that only 19 have a 
membership of 300 or over.

Pos- 
sessing a comprehensive grasp of the main 
currents of contemporary thought, the 
author is frankly evangelical in his ap- 
proach to the problem of the relation be- 
tween theology and ethics which consti- 
tutes the theme of the book.

The author is an engineer employed by 
the General Electric Company. This book,

little-understood facts in the atomic realm. 
Electrons, protons, neutrons, nuclei, fission, 
fusion, and a host of other technical words 
chase each other across the pages of this 
work, but all are explained so non-scien- 
tists may understand, at least in some 
measure. 

The purpose of the book is to show the 
greatness and power of God as revealed by 
atomic facts, and to draw from these atomic 
facts analogies of a number of spiritual 
truths. This purpose has been achieved in 
large measure.

The Theology of Albert Schweitzer for 
Christian Enquirers, by E. N. Mosley. 


We would preface this brief review with 
the observation that the theology of Albert

tual brilliancy and his greatness as a man, 
we must warn our readers that his theo- 
logical views are so far removed from 
evangelical truth that to embrace them is 
to jeopardize one’s immortal soul. Denying 
the Godhead of Jesus, Schweitzer presents 
Him as a well-meaning enthusiast whose 
apocalyptic dreams of setting up a Mes- 
sianic regimé buoyed Him upon a mighty 
tide, which in the closing days of His life 
suddenly receded, leaving Him stranded 
high and dry on the banks of bitter dis- 
illusionment. The book under review will 
be of value to spiritual leaders charged 
with the responsibility of warning those 
under their guidance against perilous pit- 
falls and bypaths

The principal of New College, London, 
— here presents what he calls “a 
study of New estament ethics in relation 
to present problems.”

This is true because of a misrepre- 
sentation and a misunderstanding of the 
message of the Bible. He_ discusses the 
mission and the teaching of Jesus, and then 
passes on to a consideration of the inter- 
pretations of Jesus’ teaching as given by 
the first believers, and by Paul, Peter, 
James and others. Proceeding to methods 
and motives, he takes up such matters as 
general ethics, the “law of nature,” the 
relationship between law and grace, and 
that between faith and works. 

The latter part of the book is devoted to 
“life in community,” in which he discusses 
Christian ethics in the realms of marriage, 
industry, the state, and the church. 

The author has made a worthwhile con- 
tribution to the literature of Christian 
ethics in that he deals with present-day 
problems in the light of Scripture, although 
there are those who will disagree with some 
of his premises and conclusions.

Speakers tentatively scheduled to ap- 
pear are Dr. William Culbertson, presi- 
dent of the Institute; Henry Grube, 
founder and pastor of Mobile Gospel 
Tabernacle, Mobile, Ala.; Jock Troup, 
evangelist from Glasgow, Scotland; and 
Dr. David Laurie, of Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, minister and superintendent of 
Carubber’s Close. 


Honor Dr. Fitzwater 


Dr. P. B. Fitzwater, director of the In- 
stitute’s Pastors Course, was chosen the 
outstanding MBI

The presentation 
was made by Al 
Smith, president of 
the Alumni Associa- 
tion.

Dr. Fitzwater came to the Institute as 
a teacher in 1913. He has served as dean 
of the Day and Evening Schools and 
director of the General Bible Course, as 
well as in his present capacity. 

Spending undergraduate days at 
Bridgewater College, Va., Dr. Fitzwater 
later attended Moody Bible Institute, 
Xenia Theological Seminary, and Prince- 
ton University and Theological Seminary. 
Muskingum College, Ohio, awarded him 
the doctor of divinity degree. 

Dr. Fitzwater is author of several 
Christian books, including a school text, 
Christian Theology, and Woman: Her 
Mission, Position, and Ministry.

Hard-Working Talents 


Like the faithful servants in the par- 
able who invested their talents for their 
Lord, the Moody Colportage Department 
is making funds work over and over 
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again—some of them behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

In 1949, the Colportage Department 
sent $2,250 to Germany for printing Col- 
portage books on a revolving fund basis. 
From the returns on these books, the 
same amount was in turn used to print 
hymnbooks. These hymnbooks were sold 
and $2,250 of the proceeds is again being 
used this year for the printing of tracts 
and books to be distributed in the Rus- 
sian zone of Germany. 

Similarly in Japan, $2,000 sent last 
spring was used to print nearly 2,000,000 
tracts, thus getting under way a Ten 
Million Tract Campaign for Japan. This 
project was undertaken in co-operation 
with the Evangelical Alliance Mission, 
but literature has been made available to 
all evangelical missionaries. 


Musically Speaking 


Were you at the graduation exercises 
of the Institute in August? If you were, 
no doubt you thoroughly enjoyed the 
traditional processional of the graduates 
into the auditorium as they kept time to 
the stately “March” from Aida by Verdi. 
And this time you didn’t hear an organ, 
but a small orchestra—the Institute’s 
own symphony, directed by Don Hustad, 
head of the Music Department. 

Organized last fall, the orchestra start- 
ed with twenty-five men and women 
instrumentalists, and has since increased 
to thirty-three. Additional instruments 
have also been added: a set of timpani, 
two bass viols, a cello, two French horns, 
and two violas. 

Many members of the orchestra are 
not Music Course students, but all re- 
ceive credit for the course. The group 
has played for a student recital, two 
commencement programs, chapel exer- 
cises, and homecoming day, June 22. 

“Our goal,” states Don Hustad, “is to

>» Member churches in the Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference of America are pressing 
ahead toward 1952, the conference’s cen- 
tenary year, with a budget for all depart- 
ments totaling $760,000. Goals were set 
at the conference’s seventy-second an- 
nual meeting in Oakland, Calif., June 27- 
July 1, which was attended by 676 reg- 
istered delegates and visitors. 


» At its annual General Synod in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., the Christian Reformed 
Church voted to withdraw from the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals. The 
denominations had a 1950 membership of 
154,950. 


» Pacific Garden Mission, Chicago’s old- 
est and the nation’s second oldest rescue 
mission, will mark its seventy-fourth an- 
niversary the week of October 14-21. The 
anniversary week will be highlighted by 
a rally Sunday afternoon, October 14, in 
the ballroom of the Stevens Hotel. 


» Three new motion picture films, de- 
signed to inspire and instruct Sunday 
school workers on how to win more pu- 
pils to Christ, will be released this fall 
by Scripture Press, Chicago publishing 
house. The three films deal with the 
problem of leading pupils to a personal 
acceptance of Christ, the opportunities 
of the Sunday school, and methods of 
launching a Sunday school visitation 
program.

>» A hotly debated contest to see whether 
tax support will be provided for denomi- 
nationally operated elementary and high 
schools is under way in California. The 
issue centers around a proposed refer- 
endum designed to cancel a new legisla- 
tive act providing public support for pri- 
vate schools. Of the approximately 700 
schools affected, 453 are Roman Catholic, 
146 Seventh-day Adventists, 80 to 100 are 
Lutheran, and 13 are Baptist. 


» Vatican City employees have been fol- 
lowing a new procedure since early July: 
punching time clocks at the beginning 
and end of their shifts. Reason for 
change from old method of writing ar- 
rivals and departures: more employees. 
Both laymen and clerical employees up 
to the rank of monsignor now punch the 
clock. 


» At least one complete book of the 
Bible is printed in 1,034 of the world’s 
languages and dialects, and _ shorter 
Scripture passages are published in nine- 
ty-one other languages, according to 
Miss Margaret Hills, librarian of the 
American Bible Society. The entire Bible 
is published in 191 languages and the 
complete New Testament in 246 other 
languages.

+ “Everything will be top-notch in my 
college—not like bumbling, high school 
business.”

Sure, 
they’re extraordinary people. The teach- 
ers have high degrees, and students come 
from the upper bracket of high school 
classes. Extracurricular activities and 
meetings and classroom procedure are 
all carried on in a somewhat more busi- 
ness like manner. 

But you'll never find any spot in life 
where things will be perfect—especially 
if the “spot” includes a lot of people, 
extraordinary or not. People just aren’t 
like that. Teachers are busy. Personnel 
workers get tired and, now and then, im- 
patient. Mistakes are made by adults as 
well as young people. Remember, your 
classmates are all young and they, too, 
have their faults. 

You won't like some of the rules that 
cramp your style. You'll like it even less 
when some other fellows or girls break 
the same rules and bother you.

when teachers aren’t very accurate in 
grading. Some of them will be patient 
when you come to inquire as to whether 
your grade should not be changed from 90 
to 100. Others will send you humiliated 
and seething from their offices. 

Perhaps the food may get tiresome, and 
the mail service may be slow. Your 
roommate may be a perfect bore or some 
wild thing from an uncivilized state of 
mind. 

All kinds of little things get rubbed off 
and into the air when a lot of people 
live together anywhere. Get set for them 
and take them in your stride. 


+ “At high school I was unable to make 
friends because I was a Christian. When 
I get to college, I’ll probably be very 
popular.” 

Someone is stepping off into space. 
There’s going to be a loud reverberation 
when he reaches bottom. 

The first unreality about this daydream 
is the idea that being a Christian was 
the cause of your inability to make 
friends at high school. How easy it is to 
give up attempts to obey God’s Word to 
“be friendly.” It’s so much simpler to 
leave all the responsibility and effort to 
others. Then when they don’t treat you 
“right,” lay the blame to the fact that 
you're a Christian. 

If this has been your attitude, it’s nat- 
ural to expect that when you get to col- 
lege—especially if it’s a Christian college 
—popularity and friendship will arrive 
bag and baggage — unsolicited, unwar- 
ranted, undeserved. 


Even friendship with Christians doesn’t 
come that way, so don’t expect it. In- 
stead, make yourself the kind of a per- 
son who attracts friends. Be interested 
in others. Be co-operative in school ac- 
tivities and take an interest in things 
outside your own particular activities. 
You may be a girl and therefore not 
eligible for football. But whoever said 
that girls couldn’t cheer the fellows on? 


+ “For a smart one like me, college will 
be a cinch!” 

This is one of the trickiest catches of 
the campus. Brother, you’d better pre- 
pare yourself for hours of hard work, 
discipline, decisions, and saying “no” to 
yourself. Many times you’ll have to de- 
cide against things that interest you. 
You'll have to regulate your time, not 
just run at the slightest call of uncon- 
trolled, whimsical, flimsy desires. 

Most college class standards and as- 
signments are so much higher than high 
school that only a mirror mind would 
dare say it is easy. And even such an 
intellect will have to read the books. 


+ “I was a plenty important fellow in 
high school. Wait till I take my bow at 
this place...” 

That is where about four or five hun- 
dred other freshmen get caught too, as 
they merrily pack their mandolins, tennis 
rackets, yearbooks, and letter sweaters. 

You'll hit bottom with a thud when the 
first student program opens. Across the 
stage comes a long line of apparent ex-

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If you are a Christian, 
Communism says you 
must be exterminated! 


ERE was a fanatical gleam in the 

young Communist’s eyes as he an- 

swered the American’s question about 
his faith in the party. 

“Why, if my leaders told me to kill my 
own mother, I would do it without bat- 
ting an eye!” 

How did Communism get such a hold 
on that young man? If we could have 
watched the development of the theories 
of Communism in his life we would have 
the answer to the grip it has on its con- 
verts. It went something like this: 

First, any convictions or beliefs he had 
regarding right, wrong and religion were 
torn down. He was told that truth and 
honor and right are all terms of a foolish 
morality set up by the ruling classes to 
safeguard their interest and fool the peo- 
ple. He was persuaded that religion is 
an opiate, a narcotic to keep the common 
people pliable and subjective. Then he 
was sold on the ultimate goal of Com- 
munism, that present-day religion and 
morality must go and the religion of 
Communism must take its place. 

Having been robbed of his sense of 
right and wrong, and his faith in God 
and Christ, it was a simple thing to con- 
vince him that any method or means is 
right if it will help to overthrow the 
present way of life and establish Com- 
munism. It is all right to make and 
break agreements and lie and cheat and 
steal. It shows real courage and service 
to the party to shoot and kill, or to excite 
to riot and create conditions of unrest. 
Any and everything goes so long as it 
will bring about the desired results. 


+ TuHat is fanatical Communism as it 
works in the mind of the blinded follow- 
er. It is more than a conviction; it is an 
obsession, and it is absolutely contrary 
and opposite to all that is Christian. 
Communists have declared war on Chris- 
tianity, and Christianity is equally op- 
posed to everything for which Commun- 
ism stands. 

Communists are determined to exter- 
minate Christians because they realize 
all too well that one who is a believer 
and follower of Jesus Christ could never 
accept and hold to the philosophy of 
Communism. Thus Christianity must be 
stamped out. Reports from Communist- 
controlled countries tell of efforts to un- 
dermine and control Christian groups, 
and even of the torture and death of 
faithful Christians. And the danger is 
closer home than many realize. 

Three things have helped to hold back 
the tide of Communism in America since 
the close of World War II. First, Amer- 
ica emerged from the conflict compara- 
tively unscathed and untouched. Hard- 
ship, want, unemployment and the like 
on which Communism thrives have been 
less real than in most countries of the 
world. 
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Youthful Communists, members of the Red-sponsored "Young Pioneers," parading in Berlin. 
Around the world, Communism is making a determined drive to enlist youth. Acme.

Secondly, the awful purges taking place 
in Communist countries have shocked 
and repelled many who otherwise might 
have been sympathetic with Commu- 
nism’s program. Beatings, false confes- 
sions, and ill-treatment meted out to 
various scientists, musicians, teachers, 
and religious leaders have had their in- 
evitable reaction on the public and Com- 
munism’s would-be followers. 

A third factor is the trend toward a 
return to spiritual values in America. 
Although this trend is not yet as clear 
and definite as we might wish, it is a sig- 
nificant fact that again multiplied thou- 
sands are listening to the message of the 
evangelist and the evangelistic-minded 
pastor. 


+ BUT Communism is a powerful enemy. 
Around the world it is making important 
gains—strengthening its position. And 
the United States as a nation has turned 
far from wholehearted trust in God and 
obedience to His will which would have 
strengthened us for crisis. Many believe 
that the only hope for America and for 
the world lies in a great religious awak- 
ening, a sweeping revival that will bring 
men back to God and His Word. 

While we work and pray and believe 
for revival, we must remember that it is 
possible for a nation to cross the line 
and get beyond the place of God’s pro- 
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tection and provision. Then comes judg- 
ment. Pray for the leaders of our na- 
tion. Pray for God’s people everywhere. 
Pray that as a country we may repent of 
our sins and cry out to God for help. 
At the same time we should be pre- 
pared for what may come. You as a 


young man or young woman may have. 


to share in the defense of our country. 
Days of testing may lie ahead. 

If and when this comes, we must not 
only be prepared as a nation, we must 
be prepared as individuals. This is the 
day of individual salvation, and opportu- 
nities are ripe on every hand. Perhaps 
never in recent years have young Chris- 
tians had such challenge as they have 
today. 

Whatever lies ahead, whether judg- 
ment with death and destruction, or the 
dawn of a great spiritual awakening, let 
us as young people be in the midst, with 
a ringing determination to give our all 
for our Lord with a conviction that is 
more than the fanatical enthusiasm of 
the Communist.

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YOU and Your Young People 


By WALLY and ESTHER HOWARD 








AVE you ever given a talk when no- 
body was listening? There’s really 
no point in talking, no matter how good 
your message is, unless you can get and 
keep the interest of your crowd. So this 
month we're going to specialize on how 
to gain the attention of your audience. 
There are three good ways, at least, 
of getting young people to listen. First, 
ose a problem and then solve it. Sec- 
ond, make a startling statement, then 
explain it. And third, ask questions. 

The value in asking questions is that 
they make people think. And you’ve 
accomplished a great deal when you have 
stimulated those in your crowd to think 
their way through some pertinent sub- 
ject. Furthermore, thinking will lead to 
participation, and getting your whole 
crowd into a discussion is one of the 
aims you should strive for in your meet- 
ings, especially if those discussions are 
well directed, and arrive at the right con- 
clusions. 

Directing the discussion toward sound 
conclusions is your part. You must know 
the subject so well yourself that you can 
lead the discussion away from unprofit- 
able pitfalls and into worthwhile chan- 
nels. Do plenty of thinking, and pray- 
ing, and meditating yourself before in- 
troducing a question before a group. 

Now you’re wondering what kind of 
questions can be asked, aren’t you? So 
we've prepared five for the five Sundays 
in September. We hope that they will 
prove helpful. If they do (or don’t), 
write and let us know how things went. 
We're interested in your problems and 
successes. 


First Sunday: 
What Do You Want in Life? 

Here’s a wonderful place to begin with 
teen-agers. Every youngster is vitally 
interested in success and in amounting 
to something in life. All you have to do 
is ask the question. “What do you most 
want to do in life?” and you should get 
answers from almost everyone in your 
crowd. After they’ve expressed them- 
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selves on that, ask this question, “How 
do you propose to attain it?” 

You may get some very intelligent an- 
Swers in response to this second question, 
in which case you can lead on into the 
Scriptures, to such passages as Ephesians 
2:10 and Psalm 16:11, to show that real 
success can be had only in the Lord, and 
outside of Him and His wonderful provi- 
sion there is no certainty of attaining it. 

If the responses to the second question 
merely reflect confused chagrin, you can 
press home the folly of not doing any 
serious thinking on how to achieve the 
things one wants most in life. 

Many will answer the first question by 
saying, “Happiness,” “Love,” “Security,” 
and so on, but they may have never 
thought at all of how they can be sure 
to get what they hold up as life’s greatest 
goal. There is no real foundation for 
life, no certainty of happiness or success 
here, no hope of heaven apart from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Perhaps you can 
think of real-life examples of people who 
have seemed to have everything one 
could want, without the Lord, and in 
reality have had nothing. On the other 
hand, you can remind the group of some 
who have had little of life’s material 
things, but have known real peace and 
happiness. 

In conclusion, think of the Lord Jesus 
Himself. In order to save us, He volun- 
tarily relinquished His right to almost 
everything that men count necessary for 
security and happiness. He had no home, 
no family, no reputation, no bank ac- 
count. He set it all aside to serve us by 
dying for us. 


Second Sunday: Who Was Jesus Christ? 

Ask your crowd what most high school 
young people think about Jesus Christ. 
Draw them out until you get some rep- 
resentative answers. The chances are 
that many of the answers will boil down 
to “He was the greatest man the world 
has ever seen.” but someone less than 
God. After sufficient discussion, pose this 
proposition to them. 


Jesus Christ claimed to be God. Bring 


in the evidence: He claimed equality 
with God (John 5:17, 18); He accepted 
worship as God (John 9:38); and so on. 

Now He was either who He claimed to 
be or not. If He was not, He either knew 
it or He did not. If He was not God and 
knew it, He was a liar, the world’s great- 
est liar at that. If He was not God, but 
did not know it, He was a lunatic. There’s 
the proposition: He was either God, or 
a liar, or a lunatic. He was not merely 
a good man, a great teacher, the supreme 
example. And every person must decide 
on the basis of the evidence (John 20:30, 
31) for himself. Have your young peo- 
ple? 

It is interesting to read John 8 and see 
that the people in Jesus’ day realized 
perfectly that this was the issue. Those 
who hated Him called Him a liar (John 
8:13), and later a lunatic (John 8:48). 
Life or death, heaven or hell, salvation 
or condemnation depend on your deci- 
sion on this vital issue. 

You have a marvelous opportunity in 
a discussion of this sort to guide the 
thinking of your crowd, as well as to dis- 
cover whatever there is of ignorance and 
confusion in their thinking. You can 
conclude by pointing out why He must 
be God. Only God could be sinless and 
hence a suitable substitute for sinners 
on the cross. 


Third Sunday: How Can God Love Us? 

Here is another series of questions to 
try on your crowd. First ask them if 
God loves us. You'll probably get a 
unanimous “Yes.” If not, clear up the 
difficulty until all are willing to agree. 
Then ask, “What does God think about 
sin?” They’ll all say, “He hates it,” of 
course. Then, “Is there any sin in you?” 
Every square-shooter will answer, “Yes.” 
Then spring this one on them, “How 
then, can God love you?” If God hates 
sin and you are a sinner, how can God 
love you? Ever thought through that 
problem yourself? 

We face here God’s greatest problem— 
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the problem of how to deal with our sin 
so that He can love us with the love for 
which He created us. We have sinned, 
but God cannot overlook it or wink at it. 

And here is the marvel: God solved 
His own problem (the one we created) 
by Himself taking the punishment for 
our sin. This is the truth of Romans 
3:19-26. The big word “propitiation” 
here refers to what Christ did on the 
cross that satisfied God as a payment for 
our guilt. Now God is free to lavish His 
love on us as fully as He wishes. This 
is the old, old gospel message, but per- 
haps for the first time your crowd will 
think through the cost of it, the problem 
of it, the provision of it on Calvary. 


Fourth Sunday: 
How Good Must One Be? 

Do you understand the truth of justi- 
fication—the fact that when sinners be- 
lieve in the Saviour they are not only 
forgiven, but the very righteous standing 
of Christ Himself is written down on 
their account, and they are thereby made 
fit for heaven? Don’t use this subject 
unless you understand this truth; but if 
you do, here is a unique approach to it. 

Ask your crowd, “How good does one 
have to be to go to heaven?” You will 
get all kinds of answers, but the only 
right one (God’s answer, and He’s the 
One who lays down the rules, don’t for- 
get!) is that you must be perfect. There 
can’t be any sin in heaven. 

Well, then, how can anyone get there? 
By God’s perfect provision. We are 
saved and given Christ’s goodness at 
once and forever when we believe. Study 
the first four chapters of Romans over 
and over until this truth grips your 
heart; then explain it with all the ten- 
derness and warmth it deserves to your 
young people. Chances are it’s new to 
them. Make it clear! 


Fifth Sunday: How to Tell Others 

You can spend a profitable Sunday 
evening meeting asking your crowd how 
they would go about telling others how 
they can be sure of going to heaven. Let 
them suppose they’re in a foxhole in 
Korea and a buddy next to them asks 
that question. What would their an- 
swer be? 

Here is your opportunity to explain 
the logic of the gospel and pin it down 
with Scripture verses. For instance: The 
fact of sin: Romans 3:10-12, 23. The 
penalty of sin: Romans 6:23; Genesis 
2:17; Romans 5:12. The penalty has 
been paid by another: I Peter 2:24; 3:18. 
God asks us to believe Him for salvation: 
I John 5:11, 12; John 1:12. 

Now, after you’ve tried some of these 
discussions with your group, we’d appre- 
ciate knowing how profitable they were 
and what snags you hit in using them. 
May the Lord bless each of you that is 
leading young people.

YOUTH around the world

OUNG people, I wish you could have 

been with Gil Dodds and me as we 
caught a glimpse of youth in other parts 
of this old world. In none of the coun- 
tries through which we traveled did we 
see young people enjoying the same 
“streamlined” living commonly enjoyed 
by the average American young fellow 
or girl. 

After leaving the Holy land, we went 
to India. The men there are a proud 
lot. Gil and I met a group known as the 
Sikhs, with long beards. They are the 
proud fighters of India. These Sikhs are 
considered to be top athletes, and Gil 
was scheduled to race against some eight 
or nine of their top runners. 

One missionary said, “If Gil can beat 
these proud men, it will do more to hum- 
ble them so that we can preach the gos- 
pel to them than a thousand sermons 
might do.” It was a hot day in Poona— 
110 degrees. Gil, of course, won, and not 
only did he win the race, but he set a 
new all-time record for India! 

India is not without religion—far from 
that. There are some 400 million people 
with 300 million gods. We met Moslems 
who worship Allah and who claim Mo- 
hammed as their prophet. There were 
the Parss who worship fire, water, earth 
and air. Then there are the Hindus, 
who worship monkeys, cows and millions 
of other gods. They have homes for 
cows and monkeys, while the old men 


and old women die in the streets. There’s 
one cow to every three people in India. 

In spite of the spiritual darkness of 
this land of 400 million, some have heard 
the gospel and have accepted God’s plan 
of salvation. One of the keenest young 
fellows that we met was Kelkah, who 
speaks five languages and has his mas- 
ter’s degree. Only twenty-five years of 
age, he is a high school teacher, on fire 
for God, and a real soul winner. Kelkah 
wants to give up his career as a teacher 
and serve the Lord in the gospel min- 
istry. Then we met Koladi, a railroad 
engineer—the only Christian in his town, 
living all out for ‘God. Such young men 
are the hope of India. 

India, the land of 300 million gods has 
700,000 villages, only a very small per- 
centage of which have ever heard the 
name of Jesus Christ. Someone has said 
that India can be described in six words 
—dust (plenty of it), disease, dirt, dung, 
deviltry and destiny. Yet many of the 
missionaries feel that India is destined 
to a great awakening if only more Amer- 
ican young people would go to this land 
with the gospel message.

strument. These kids come from the 
freshman class right through the senior, 
and they’re not just good, they’re expert! 

At the end of the program the fresh- 
men return to the dorms and begin to 
talk. Someone says, “I’m not going to 
play the piano while I’m here. Those 
kids were so terrific that I couldn’t bear 
to show how amateur I am.” 

But no one needs to feel that badly 
about it. Why did you come to college, 
anyway? To compare yourself with 
others and give yourself a proper set- 
ting? No. You came to improve your- 
self for God’s service. 

What do you care about the expert! 
As Jesus told one disciple overly con- 
cerned about another beloved follower, 
“What is that to thee? Follow thou me.” 
You should care this much, to be happy 
that the other person’s talents and abili- 
ties have been dedicated to the Lord’s 
use instead of to the world’s. So give 
him the proper honor. Ask the Lord’s 
blessing on him and find out how he got 
that way.

This 
admiration will be the kind that you 
deserve, and it will be in the eyes of 
people who have seen character and dis- 
cipline—real consecration in your whole 
life. 

So watch those fluffy daydreams—bet- 
ter keep your feet on the good old campus 
ground and be ready for the “catches.”

“Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers” (II Cor. 6:14) indi- 
cates that Scripture is drawing the line 
between belief and unbelief, and so the 
“yoke” does not apply to the above’ ques- 
tion, for both young people involved are 
believers. The problem presented here is 
rather one of the Lord’s guidance in the 
choice of one’s life partner. 

The writer says, “I think I love her.” 
When one is patient enough to let the 
Lord settle this problem in His own time 
and bring to us the one of His choice, 
if indeed that is His plan for our life at 
all, then the expression will be, “I know 
I love her,” not “I think.” The question 
itself indicates uncertainty, and our 
English language has not enough words 
to warn us sufficiently about going slowly 
in this most important of all decisions, 
second only to our decision for Christ.
